PENNY BANKS 
(See Cover) 


The cover of this issue pictures 
penny banks from the collection of 
Henry Stenger, Hoosier collector. 
Stenger’s version of the highlights of 
his hobby of collecting goes some- 
thing like this: 

Happening in a_ strange shop 
some five years ago, Mr. Stenger 
spied, squatting on a shelf, an intrig- 
uing Negro boy who, with encourage- 
ment, popped pennies in mouth and 
promptly gulped them down. Right 
then and there, he found himself a 
hobby. Today, 348 penny banks later, 
he’s an expert in the specialized pen- 
ny bank collecting world. 

The Negro boy, of course, was a 
penny bank, one of the many cast 
iron, wood, tin and cloth ones that line 
shelves in Stenger’s home. Put a pen- 
ny in the boy’s outstretched hand, 
push a lever, watch the hand raise to 
the mouth, and that’s where the mon- 
ey goes 

Stenger corresponds with many 
other bank collectors getting leads 
on rare buys, and paid considerable 
for one bank. This was a “guessing 
bank” which, along with teaching the 
virtue or saving, also offered the 
penny saver a 5-to-1 shot for his 
money. The gadget was made in the 
form of a man seated with a dial in 
his lap. Put a penny in a slot and a 
horsehair on the dial spun. If one 
guessed the place it would stop he 
got five pennies for the trouble. 


Fortunately, Stenger sees no im- 
mediate danger of amassing all the 
varieties of penny banks there are in 
the world, thus wrecking his favorite 
hobby. As hard as he has looked, he 
has managed to acquire only some 80 
mechanical, or moving part, banks 
out of what veteran penny bank col- 
lectors consider an easy 275 to get. 
That leaves him 195—and lots of cor- 
respondence and interesting stores— 
to go.”

Knowledge 
Through Hobbies 


There are many avenues for know- 
ledge through the pursuit of a hobby 
as the layman or beginning hobbyist 
soon finds out. 

When Mrs. Ralph Roessler of Indi- 
anapolis, Ind., took up the hobby of 
collecting madonnas, she found that 
it opened up a whole new field of art 
study and appreciation. 

In a recent interview, it was re- 
vealed: 

“Throughout all the most beau- 
tiful and precious paintings of the 
Middle Ages and the Renaissance, 
there runs one central theme—one 
prevailing idea; it is an impersona- 
tion in the feminine character of 
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beneficence, purity and power, stand- 
ing between an offended Deity, and 
poor, sinning, suffering mankind. 
This idea is clothed in the visible 
form of Mary, the Mother of our 
Lord. No figure in the world has in- 
spired more great art than Jesus. No 
event in His life has appealed more 
to artists than His birth and child- 
hood. Artists have chosen the theme 
of the Madonna and Child for their 
tenderest, most loving expression, 
and no subject so well reveals the 
individuality of the painter. 


“The pilgrimages to the Holy Land 
and the Crusades in the eleventh and 
twelfth centuries, had a most striking 
effect on religious art, especially in 
the representations of the Virgin. 
Then in the thirteenth century came 
an era notable in the history of the 
mind, reflected in the art of the per- 
iod. Art was freed from the rigid 
formality and coldness of the old 
Greek school. Man demanded some- 
thing warmer, more sympathetic, 
more life-like, and painters produced 
it. And in Madonnas for the first time 
there was something responsive to 
the feelings of the worshippers. 


“During that century there was a 
purity in the spirit of worship which 
at once inspired and regulated the 
forms in which it’ was manifested. 
The paintings were distinguished by 
a chaste and sacred simplicity. The 
features of the Madonna were queen- 
ly, maternal, graceful and dignified. 

“And so, starting with the strict 
severity of the Byzantine period, 
artists down through the years strove 
to tell the story of Jesus’ birth in the 
tempo and trend that animated their 
time. They poured out upon it all 
their skill, each learning from the 
last, each making some new contribu- 
tion, until at last there were develop- 
ed magnificent achievements in color 
and line which reached their full 
glory in the portraits of the Madon- 
na and Child by Raphael. 


“The complex idea of the Madonna 
was difficult to express, and so the 
artists resorted to the expedient of 
placing certain accessory symbols. 
These helped the artist to express, 
and the observer to comprehend, the 
complete idea. The sun and the moon, 
the star, the lily, the rose, the closed 
gate, the olive, the mirror, the seal- 
ed book, the nimbus—are all symbols 
used in paintings of the Madonna 
alone to express spiritual attributes. 
The globe, the serpent, the apple, the 
Book, the dove, ears of grain and 
other symbols, when used in paint- 
ings of the Madonna and Child, have 
spiritual interpretations. 


“Color had a special significance and 
guided the old masters in choice of 
vestment for the sacred figures. Red 
typifies divine love; white and red to- 
gether, love and innocence. Blue 
stands for constancy or truth; green 
for hope of immortality; yellow for 
goodness of faith; violet symbolizes 
passion and suffering; gold suggests 
royalty. These colors are not univer- 
sally used, but this is a guide to the 
meaning of the older pictures.

Wood Engraving 
By FLORENCE E. O’NEILL 


The origin and development of the 
art of wood engraving seem immers- 
ed in the conflicting history of the 
ages. The principle of making im- 
pressions by means of lines cut in 
relief upon wood was known to the 
ancients. Engraved ‘wooden stamps 
were used to print colors on surfaces 
in the manufacture of cloth; by il- 
luminators of manuscripts to strike 
the outlines of initial letters; and 
used to mark such soft surfaces as 
wax and clay. 


However, it is probable that the 
art began in the workshops of gold- 
smiths, already skilled in engraving 
upon metal, and by their mechanical 
inventiveness the goldsmiths were 
the forerunners of the great engrav- 
ers of the Renaissance. The employ- 
ment of goldsmiths upon church de- 
coration became so great that they 
were really the artists of Europe 
during the two hundred years prev- 
ious to the invention of wood engrav- 
ing. Under Charles V of France the 
goldsmiths of the 14th century reach- 
ed a knowledge of design and a fin- 
ish in execution that justified the 
claim of their art ,to the first place 
among the fine arts, and made their 
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workshops the apprentice-home of 
many of the great masters of art in 
Italy as well as in the North. They 
were the only persons who had by 
them all the means for taking an im- 
pression—the engraved metal plate, 
iron tools, burnishers for rubbing off 
a proof, blackened oil, and paper 
which they used for tracing their de- 
signs. It is not unlikely, therefore, 
that the art of taking impressions 
from engraved work was found out 
by testing the engravings from time 
to time during the various stages of 
work. If this be the case, then metal- 
engraving preceded wood engravings, 
but only by a brief space of time be- 
cause wood must have been -almost 
immediately employed 'when the new 
art was discovered because of the 
ease and speed of working in wood 
and less likelihood of damage to the 
paper. 


Some support for the view that 
goldsmiths discovered the art of 
printing from engraved metal plates 
and preceded wood engraving is 
derived from the peculiar prints in 
the Maniere Criblee, or the dotted 
style (of which over 300 are known.) 
They were produced by a mixed pro- 
cess of engraving in relief and in in- 
taglio, usually upon a metal plate, 
but sometimes upon wood. The ef- 
fects are given by dots and lines re- 
lieved in white upon a black ground,

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assisted by dots and lines relieved in 
black on a white ground. Much con- 
troversy has existed both as to the 
process and the date of these prints. 
The mode in which the metal plates 
from. which they were printed were 
engraved, particularly the punching 
out small holes in the metal which 
appear usually as white dots and 
give the name to the prints, is the 
same as the mode of ornamental 
work in metal that had ben practiced 
for centuries in the workshops of the 
goldsmiths, and on this account they 
have been ascribed to the goldsmiths 
of the great Northern cities. They 
appeared certainly as early as 1450 
and probably much earlier. Some of 
these prints as well as the sections of 
the figures appear in reverse, the 
words reading backward and the fig- 
ures performing actions with the left 
hand almost always performed by 
the right hand. These may be the 
work of the first years of the fif- 
teenth century or they may have been 
taken long afterward in a spirit of 
curiosity or experiment. The exist- 
ence of these early prints, however, 
undoubtedly from the workshops of

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the goldsmiths, and after a mode 
long practised by them, strengthens 
the hypothesis—suggested by their 
wide acquaintance with artistic 
processes and their exclusive pos- 
sessions of all the proper instru- 
ments—that they originated the art 
of taking impressions on paper from 
engraved work. 

There is no lack, however, of more 
specific accounts of the origin of 
wood-engraving. Pliny’s reference to 
the portraits with which Varro illus- 
trated his works indicates in the 
opinion of some writers a momen- 
tary, isolated and premature appear- 
ance of the art in his day. Ottley 
maintains that the art was intro- 
duced into Europe by the Venetians 
who learned it at a very early period 
of their intercourse with the people 
of Tartary, Thibet, and China, but of 
this there is no satisfactory evidence. 
Papillon, a French engraver of the 
last century relates that in his youth

he saw in the library of a retired 
Swiss officer nine woodcuts illustrat- 
ing the deeds of Alexander the Great, 
executed with a small knife by the 
twins Alexander Alberico Cunio and 
his sister Isabella of Ravena in their 
17th year and dedicated by them to 
Pope Honorius. Meerman, the stout 
defender of the claim of Lawrence 
Coster to the invention of printing 
with movable types, relying on the 
authority of Junius, (who wrote from 
tradition more than a century after 
the facts,) makes Coster the first 
printer of woodcuts. Some writers 
accept the story, but despite the well- 
developed genealogical tree with 
which Meerman provided his hero, 
his very existence is doubted. 

The first fact known with certainty 
in the history of wood-engraving is 
that in the first quarter of the 15th 
century there were scattered abroad 
in Northern Europe rude prints rep- 
resenting scenes from the Scriptures 
and the lives of the saints. These 
pictures were on single leaves of 
paper and the outlines were printed 
from engraved woodblocks, but oc- 
casionally—it is believed, from metal 
plates cut in relief. They were taken 
off in a pale brownish ink by rub- 
bing on the back of the paper with 
a burnisher and sometimes in black 
ink with a press. They were then 
colored, either by hand or by means 
of a stencil plate in order to make 
them more attractive to the people. 
The earliest of these is the famous 
St. Christopher of 1423 found by 
Heinecken in the middle of the 18th 
century pasted inside the cover of the 
manuscript in the library of the con- 
vent of Buxheim in Suabia. There 
are two other early prints, the dates 
of which are uncertain but still suf- 
ficiently probable to deserve mention 
—the warmly controverted Brussels 
print of 1418 which represents the 
Virgin and Child in the style of the 
Van Eycks and secondly the St. Se- 
bastian of 1437 at Vienna. The for- 
mer was discovered in 1844 in a very 
poor condition and the latter in 1779. 
Both are taken off in pale ink and 
with a rubber. 

Valueless as these prints are, for 
the most part, as works of art, they 
are of great interest. They were the 
first pictures the common _ people 
ever had and doubtless they were 
highly prized. Throughout the fif- 
tenth and part of the sixteenth cen- 
turies the workshops of the monks 
and of the guilds of Augsburg, Nur- 
emburg, Ulm, and Cologne, and the 
Flemish cities, kept issuing these 
“saints images” as they were called 
long after the art had produced fine 
and noble works. 

At the very beginning, too, wood- 
engraving was applied to a new in- 
dustry which had sprung up rapidly 
to furnish amusement for the camp 
and the town—the manufacture of 
playing cards. Some writers have 
maintained that the art was thus ap- 
plied before it was used to make the 
holy prints, but there are no playing 
cards known to have been printed 
before 1423, and it is probable that 
they were painted by hand and adorn- 
ed by the stencil for some time after 
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the first unquestioned mention of 
them in 1392. The manufacture of 
both cards and holy prints soon be- 
came a thriving trade; it is mention- 
ed in Augsburg in 1418 and soon af- 
terward in Nuremburg; and in 1441 
the exportation of these articles into 
Italy had become so large that the 
Venetian Senate passed a decree 
which is the earliest document rela- 
tive to wood-engraving in Italy, for- 
bidding their importation into Venice 
because the guild engaged in this 
manufacture in the city was suffer- 
ing from the foreign competition. 
Wood engraving, being only one 
process in the craft of the card 
maker and the print maker, seems to 
have remained without a_ distinct 
name for a long while after its in- 
vention. 

In the middle of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, therefore, wood engraving—the 
youngest of the arts of design—after 
50 years of obscure and unnoticed 
history, held an established position 
and was recognized as a new craft. 
In art its discovery was the paral- 
lel of the invention of printing in 
literature; it was a means of multi- 
plying and spreading the ideas which 
are expressed by art, of creating a 
popular appreciation and knowledge 
of art, and of bringing beautiful de- 
sign within the reach of a larger 
body of men.

In fact, every artist 
worthy of the name, has painted at 
least one Madonna, and many are 
very beautiful, while all are interest- 
ing as one person’s concept of the 
subject.” 


Thimbles 

Our article on thimbles in the 
March issue has brought information 
on another thimble collection, one be- 
longing to Mrs. Carl E. Price of Port- 
land, Oregon. To most of us, a 
thimble is just a thimble of the 
standard size and usually of metal or 
plastic. But believe it or not, there 
is an intricate side to thimbles, too. 
Mrs. Price has three American patent 
thimbles, which includes a hem-roller 
type, one with a needle threader at- 
tached and one having a thread cut- 
ter. Korean thimbles in the Price col- 
lection resemble cozies and are made 
of bright silk over paper, the whole 
being heavily embroidered. Japan- 
ese band thimbles in this collection 
are also different and charming from 
the needle-worker’s standpoint. They 
are paper covered with silk and gaily 
colored.

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Helsinki Museum 


Writing in a recent issue of The 
Museum News, published by the 
American Museums Association, 
Henri Marceau, Philadelphia Museum 
of Art, and Frederic H. Douglas, of 
the Denver Art Museum, tell of a 
recent tour of Swedish and Finnish 
museums. Speaking of Helsinki, they 
state: 

“In Helsinki, a modern city of 
some 400,000 and containing many 
fine buildings in a modern manner— 
more so than Stockholm—are the 
National Museum of Finland and the 
Ateneum or National Art Museum. 
The National Museum, one of the 
early works of the architect Saarinen, 
is a romantic looking but rather im- 
practical structure in which are the 
important and well arranged national 
collections of archeology, medieval 
arts, Finnish peasant ethnology and 
costumes, and the notable collections 
of ethnology from the Finno-Ugric 
and Lapp tribes of Finland, western 
Russia and Hungary. The collections 
were not completely unpacked after 
the war emergency, but the completed 
installations were capably arranged. 
Albert Haimfalainen is the curator in 
charge. In this museum are also the 
Mesa Verde collections gathered in 
1891 by G. Nordenskiold. 

“The Ateneum is a 19th century 
classical building very difficult for 
museum. purposes. One has to mount 
two immense flights of marble stairs 
to reach the main galleries on the 








third floor! The art collections are 
especially important for their hold- 
ings of the excellent Finnish painting 
and sculpture, and for a good small 
group of continental European paint- 
ings. The director is Torsten Stjerns- 
chantz.”

NOTES ON 
ROXY KING 


We collectors have long wondered 
about Roxy King. We knew that she 
had made some black G&T’s in Ber- 
lin in 1905 and a series of Red Seal 
Victors over here about 1907, so it 
seemed obvious that she must have 
been a person of considerable im- 
portance in the operatic world at that 
time. But in none of the musical en- 
cyclopedias could we find the slight- 
est bit of information about her; even 
Oscar Thompson’s The American 
Singer offered no clue. Her name was 
not listed in the rosters of any Ameri- 
can opera company, so we could sur- 
mise only that she must have sung 
chiefly abroad, in Berlin especially. 
Too, her name and reputation must 
have meant something in South Amer- 
ica, for it was only in the South 
American catalogs that her Victor 
discs were listed. And that was about 
as much as any of us knew about the 
career of Roxy King when our friend 
W. R. Moran found himself in Rio de 
Janeiro some months ago. Moran, 
who did so much good work on the 
revised Bauer catalog now in prepara- 
tion, managed to track down the mys- 
terious soprano and obtained from her 
the information about to be presented. 
He was also given the photograph of 
Roxy King as Sélika in African which 
accompanies our record page this 
month. 

Roxy King is an American, born in 
Alliance, Ohio, on February 23, 1878. 
When she was 12 years old the family 
migrated to Brazil and the young girl 
continued her education in Rio de 
Janeiro. She loved singing and her 
voice must have been remarkable for 
she was only 16 when she sang the 
leading role in Artemus, the first 
opera to come from the pen of Al- 
berto Nepomocemo. Her success was 
so marked that it was decided to send 
her to Europe for serious study. She 
went to Berlin, entered the Stern Con- 
servatory and became a pupil of Frau 
Nicklass-Kempner, now best remem- 
bered as the teacher of Frieda Hem- 
pel. Later she studied acting and 
mise-en-scéne with a once famous ten- 
or named Emil Fondermurzen. After 
completing her courses in music and 
opera at the Conservatory, she was 
ready for her debut. This event took 
place at the Theater des Westerns, 
Berlin, in 1901. The opera was 
Smetana’s Dalibor. Her success was 
such that she was given a contract, 


but not long after she was called to 
the Royal Opera. It is interesting to 
note that she was one of three Amer- 
icans then singing regularly at the 
Royal Opera, the other two being 
Geraldine Farrar and the bass Put- 
nam Griswold. During the season of 
1902-03, Caruso was a guest star at 
the Royal Opera and aside from sing- 
ing with him on a number of occa- 
sions, Roxy King, who spoke Italian 
fluently, often acted as the great ten- 
or’s interpreter. Another famous ten- 
or who was then very popular in 
Berlin was Florencio Constantino, 
with whom she also sang frequently. 
The baritone Francesco D’Andrade, 
the most celebrated Don Giovani of 
his day, proved to be one of the most 
helpful of her colleagues. He taught 
her his special method of memorizing 
roles in a short time and thus, when 
Lilli Lehmann was unable to sing 
Donna Anna in a performance of 
Don Giovanni (with D’Andrade in the 
title role), she was able to learn the 
part in 12 days and successfully sub- 
stituted for the German soprano. Con- 
sidering the brevity of her career, her 
repertoire was remarkable. She knew 
30 roles, including Senta, Venus and 
Elsa of Wagner, Rachel in La Juive, 
Santuzza in Cavalleria Rusticana, 
Valentine in The Huguenots, Fedora, 
etc., etc. Selika in Africana she sang 
no less than 60 times in one season— 
and thought her face would turn 
black for good from applying the dark 
makeup so often! Another of her 
roles was Carmen, but she felt un- 
suited to the part and did it only a 
few times. 


In Germany, about 1903, Biography 
and The Gramophone & Typewriter 
Ltd. collaborated in an attempt to 
produce motion pictures with sound, 
and Roxy King played in a version of 
Cavalleria Rusticana, La Juive and 
The Gypsy Baron. The G&T records, 
regular discs, were to be played as 
the film was being shown, but the 
experiment did- not work out satis- 
factorily and the films were released 


as regular silents and Roxy King’s‘ 


records were put on sale in the usual 
way—or some of them were, at any 
rate. 


In 1908, while visiting her family 
in Rio, Roxy King met and married 
aman named Shaw. She was just 
beginning to learn the heavier Wag- 
nerian roles but nevertheless she gave 
up her career and settled down to 
having a family. Her love of music

was much too strong to be stifled al- 
together, however, and after a while 
she took up teaching, an activity 
which still takes up much of her time. 
She has produced several successful 
singers who occasionally perform 
leading roles in operas given at the 
Municipal Theatre in Rio. Moran 
describes her as a large woman, in- 
teresting, very friendly and kind. 


Those of you who have any of Roxy 
King’s Victor records, which are rare, 
may want to note in your catalogs 
that they were made in Camden. 
Some of the Brazilian music she sang 
caused the accompanying orchestra 
many a headache to play properly, 
and several selections had to be done 
over and over again. “I was so worn 
out with it all,” she remarked, “that 
I wondered how the final results would 
ever turn out satisfactorily.”

How to Plug the Gaps in 
The Victor 5000 Series 


The 5000 Series Victor records 
listed in the March, April and May 
issues of this magazine were all 
pressed from imported masters orig- 
inally recorded in Europe, in 1901-02- 
03, by The Gramophone & Typewriter 
Ltd., were for sale in North and 
South America only, and were so la- 
belled. If you have, or know of, any 
ten-inch, single-faced red seal Victor 
record bearing a number included in 
the accompanying list of GAPS IN THE 
Victor 5000 Series, please send me 
full information at your earliest con- 
venience. However, many of the miss- 
ing numbers belong to black seal dises 
and if you happen to have any of 
these, please make sure the record is 
pressed from an imported master be- 
fore writing me about it. For there 
was also a group of Victor ten-inch 
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plack seal dises—domestie recordings 
—that bore 5000 numbers because the 
series in which they belonged, having 
begun with a much lower number, 
eventually passed into and through the 
5 thousands. Since many kind people 
have taken the trouble to list these 
domestic Victors for me, I want to 
stress the fact that we are interested 
onl); in 5000 Series Victors of Euro- 
pean origin. A study of the label will 
establish the point clearly enough, 
but the easiest way to distinguish a 
domestic 5000 Series record from one 
of the European series is to study 
the back. If it is absolutely smooth, 
it is domestic; but if, stamped in the 
center of the back, there is a circular 
imprint about three inches in diame- 
ter depicting a little cherub or angel 
tracing circular grooves with a quill 
held in his right hand, then it is the 
kind of 5000 Series record in which 
we are interested. The trade-mark 
just described, called “angel” by 
American collectors, was that of the 
Gramophone & Typewriter Ltd., and 
appeared, until about 1908, on the 
back of all Victor records that were 
pressed from masters recorded in 
| Europe by this company (G&T) and 
hence the term “angel-back” which 
we use to describe records of this 
category. 

As the recently printed 5000 Series 
list shows, the ten-inch black seals 
were transferred a short time after 
the series first appeared, into the 
61,000 Series, and the seven-inchers 
(marked with a “V” directly after 
the number in the list), imto the 51,000 
Series. These should be studied care- 
fully, for some of them bear the orig- 
inal 5000 Series numbers, and in the 
past many gaps in the 5000 Series 
list were plugged with numbers found 
on these later editions. The 5000 
Series numbers are not on th labels, 
in these editions, but may be found in 
the blank space between label and 
grooving.

LEN SPENCER. 


IV

Busy and successful as Len Spen- 
cer was in the first 15 years of his 
recording career, his greatest triumph 
began in 1905 when Ada Jones be- 
came his recording associate. Ac- 
cording to Dan W. Quinn, Spencer 
“hot-footed it down to Huber’s mu- 
seum” and obtained Miss Jones’ 
services just a day before Quinn 
made her a similar offer. 


The career of Ada Jones has al- 
ready been dealt with in a series of 
articles, which told much of her 
partnership with Spencer. Although 
their Bowery sketches, such as “Pals,” 
“Peaches and Cream” and “Jimmy 
and Maggie at the Hippodrome” were 
perhaps the most lastingly popular, 
they also did many “coon” skits, of 
which “Jim Jackson’s Affinity is a 
good example; “rube” numbers like 
“Reuben and Rachel”; Jewish speci- 
alties of “The Original Cohens” 
variety; Irish character sketches, 
such es “Sweet Peggy Magee”—the 
list could be multiplied almost inde- 
finitely. 


During all this busy period, how- 
ever, Len found time to do other 
types of recorded work. He revived 
a series of ‘‘auctioneer” records, of 
which “Auction Sale of Household 
Goods” is typical, which had been 
first recorded by W. O. Beckenbaugh, 
of Washington, D. C., who had been 
known on Berliner discs as “the 
Leather-Lunged Auctioneer. In 
“Anction Sale of a Music Store” he 
had the assistance of Parke Hunter, 
who played several musical instru- 
ments, but invariably performed 
“Hiawatha,” to Len’s apparent dis- 
gust. Several records featuring ani- 
mal imitations, such as “A Barnyard 
Serenade,” “Krausmeyer and His 
Dog Schneider” and “Daybreak at 
Calamity Farm,” were widely popu- 
lar. The imitations were entrusted 
to the capable mouths of the late 
Gilbert Girard and Al S. Holt. Some 
people almost went crazy at having 
to listen to their neighbors play the 
Spencer-Girard record of “A Scene 
at a Dog Fight” over and over. Len 
was also Billy Murray’s first record- 
ing partner after Billy left California 
for the East in 1902. 


I even have a Columbia single- 
faced disc, No. 19, issued in 1902, on 
which Spencer, assisted, so the an- 
nouncement says, by George 
Schweinfest, dared to commit the 
sacrilege of recording “Uncle Josh’s 
Huskin’ Bee.” It must have been 
while Cal Stewart, the original Un- 
cle Josh, was on a world tour and un- 
available for recording work. What 
part Schweinfest had in the record 
is not clear. He is dimly remembered 
nowadays as a piccolo player, and he 
certainly does not speak on the 
record. Somebody saws a fiddle, 


though, so perhaps Schweinfest, the 
Piccolo virtuoso, displayed his ver- 
satility by playing the violin for the 
“huskin’ bee dance”! 


I have no way of knowing what 
Stewart thought of Spencer’s daring 
to record an Uncle Josh sketch, if he 
ever knew of it, but he may have 
considered that he obtained his re- 
venge by making a Zon-o-phone re- 
cord of “The Arkansaw Traveller,” 
a comic sketch which Spencer intro- 
duced in the 90’s and was undoubted- 
ly the most popular one-man record 
he ever did. It would also be inter- 
esting to learn, if we could, what Len

thought of Cal’s presumption in 
treading on his own private territory. 
I have never heard this record, but 
J. W. C. Hesser, an Iowa collector, 
told me some years ago that he own- 
ed a copy. 


By October, 1906, the new partner- 
ship of Len Spencer and Ada Jones 
(most of their ear:y records gave the 
comedian’s name precedence over his 
feminine associate) was already fam- 
ous wherever records were bought. 
Dise and cylinder enthusiasts in Eng- 
land demanded to know something 
about the pair, so the Talking Ma- 
chine News published a bidyraphical 
sketch, most of which I shall reprint 
here, although it is not too accurate 
in some respects. The reference to 
Spencer’s “modesty” especially may 
be discounted, since veteran phono- 
graph people remember perfectly 
well that he had a high opinion of 
himself, though perhaps not an undu- 
ly exalted one in view of his genu- 
inely great abilities. Said the 
Tank. RS 


“The author of character sketches, 

writer of songs and vaudeville artist 
who is too modest to write a biographi- 
cal sketch of himself is a rare bird. But 
such @ man is Mr. Len Spencer. Al- 
though Mr. Spencer for many years has 
been the possessor of a splendid voice 
with which he has made countless hits 
through the talking machine and on the 
vaudeville stage, he has never submit- 
ted to the wiles of a press agent or 
given any biography of any kind. 
Mr. Spencer’s popularity has recently 
caused him to engage an entire floor in 
Twenty-Highth Street, in the heart of 
the theatrical district of New York. His 
suite is known as The Home of Mirth, 
Melody and Ideas. ... 


“His work in dialect has been much 
enjoyed, more especially in recent years 
with his partner, Miss Ada Jones. Mr. 
Spencer’s original dialect work was a 
feature of the Columbia exhibit at the 
St. Louis exposition (in 1904), where he 
inade souvenir records that were greatly 
ippreciated by the visitors. Before the 
Business Educators’ Association of 
\merica, assembled at St. Louis, he also 
iemonstrated the business practicability 
of the commercial graphophone. 


‘When Mr. Spencer strikes the trail 
of a fit subject for a dialect sketch he 
is as relentless as Sherlock Holmes. He 
has been known to follow such a ‘lead’ 
for miles, whether German, Irish, Italian 
or Negro—and he is a master of them 
all. One striking feature of Mr. Spen- 
cer’s work is that it is provocative of 
mirth or tears, to suit the occasion. He 
reads extensively, making careful re- 
search in the field of comedy, and has 
every facility for creating sketches for 
his own needs as well as supplying ma- 
terial for many other artists. 


“Mark Twain has said there are only 
six original jokes in the world, but Mr. 
Spencer seems to have found 600 dif- 
ferent ways of treating each of them. 
He has in his files perhaps 20,000 laugh 
points. . Mr. Spencer first introduced 
the graphophone into minstrel work and 
has successfully managed several nota- 
ble amusement enterprises, among them 
the Len Spencer minstrels and the Elite 
Vaudevilles, who toured the _ principal 
eastern towns. The team of Spencer and 
Jones has been offered more vaudeville 
engagements than it can take care of.” 


Not that this article says Len and 
Ada were “offered” vaudeville en- 
gagements. I don’t think they ever 
appeared together in variety. Her 
tendency to epilepsy alone would 
have made such an undertaking im- 
practical, not to mention Spencer’s 
lacking the time to spare from his 
numerous other activities. 


Just what the “Len Spencer min- 
strels and the Elte Vaudevilles” were 
I don’t know, but the latter may have 
been the forerunner of the recording 
artists’ concert troupe which later be- 
came known as the Record Maker 
Troupe and the Eight Famous Victor 
Artists. The minstrels may have 
been the “Columbia Minstrels,” a 
novelty originated by Len. This con- 
sisted of lifelike models of popular 
recording comedians sitting on the 
stage in a typical black-face semi- 
circle. Behind each dummy, but con- 
cealed by a screen, was a phono- 
graph. The music appeared to come 
from the “dummies,” but was re- 
corded. (To be continued.)

The Housing Problem 


Of the many perplexing problems 
that confront the avid collector each 
day, there is none so acute, none so 
omnipresent as that of housing the 
collection. Each day’s acquisition for 
the collection brings its own special- 
ized problem, but in a general way 
the question remains, looming omin- 
ously on the otherwise bright horizon 
of the true collector’s tomorrow. 
Especially prized or newly acquired 
specimens offer no serious problem as 
the collector is rather certain to 
want them out where he can gloat 
over them, and, in consequence, they 
usually end up in a position of prom- 
inent display about the house. The 
mantel, the more prominent tables, 
an important window shelf: these are 
the usua! vantage points on which the 
newest and choicest of the collection 
are found. 

A small discriminating collection of 
some one item could be comfortably 
confined to the shelves of a pine dres- 
ser. The arrangement on shelves to 
be made with an eye to color and 
utility, plus availability, rather than 
for any homogeneity of specimens. 
Yet, there are many small, beginning 
collections sprawled uncomfortably 
over many rooms of a home which 
would gain immeasurably in stature 
were they brought together on the 
shelves of a cabinet of this nature. 

Blown glass would appear to the 
best advantage on a pine cupboard, 
especially since the enviroment would 
be contemporary with the pieces. In 
clear, a coat of apricot or lettuce- 
green paint inside the shelves would 
display the glass best.

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CIRCUS DAY 
HAS CHANGED! 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


The widespread appeal of the 
circus as an amusement attraction 
for young and old alike, has remain- 
ed basically unchanged for genera- 
tions, but circus day in Atchison, 
Kas., or Alexandria, La., or Water- 
town, Me., is a far cry from the oe- 
casion when grandfather was a lad. 

And the metamorphosis has had a 
profound effect upon the collecting of 
circusiana and the potential elements 
of a circusiana collection. 


It was the advent of the motor age 
that influenced the transformation of 
circus day, through the shortening of 
time distances between towns and 
making traffic regulation a major 
community problem. 


Picture, if you will, circus day at 
the turn of the century when it was 
one of the most important occasions 
of the year—like Christmas or the 
Fourth of July, when everyone cele- 
brated and a school holiday was de- 
clared. 


All of the major circuses traveled 
by rail then and circus day began for 
hundreds, even thousands of people 
before the break of dawn, when they 
gathered in the vicinity of the rail- 
road yards, eager to catch the first 
glimpse of mysterious looking can- 
vas-covered cage wagons and tab- 
leaus, to see the first elephant gin- 
gerly fell her way down the runs, and 
to marvel at the preficiency of those 
great percheron pull-over and pull- 
away teams and their drivers. 


Folks who lived in the country 
arose earlier than usual to put the 
morning chores behind them and con-

vert the spring wagon into a car- 
riage for all the family for the 15 or 
25 mile journey to town to see the 
show. 


For these visitors, the street 
parade ‘was an important event. Only 
on circus day could they see anything 
so unusual and elaborate as the gold- 
leafed carved wagons, restless lions 
and tigers pacing their open dens, 
men and women in gay attire riding 
prancing horses, and the steam- 
throated calliope bringing up the 
rear. 


Circus day often was the time set 
aside by the rural family to lay in 
the summer or fall needs in the way 
of wearing apparel, staple groceries 
and hardware, for it was seldom that 
all the members of the family came 
to town at one and the same time, 
and the trip required an entire day. 

Those were the days when the af- 
ternoon crowds exceeded night at- 
tendance more often than not, since 
the rural visitors were well on their 
way home by sundown. 

Publicizing the circus was a much 
different task then than now, and it 
is reflected in the collection pieces 
of the circusiana hobbyist. 

The advertising campaign began 
four to six weeks before circus day, 
and during the period, as many as 
five advance or advertising cars 
spent a day in each city and town 
along the route. 
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The crew of each of these cars 
distributed a ‘wide variety of adver- 
tising material, including the time- 
honored lithographed posters, but 
also advertising couriers or booklets, 
window cards and heralds. Some 
collections of circus material today 
may yield as many as 10 to 15 types 
of printed advertising matter dis- 
tributed by the crews ahead of a 
show in the days when throw-aways 
were relied upon to create the urge 
to go to the circus. 


Furthermore, there were excursion 
agents on the circus payrolls and 
their duties were to arrange with 
railroad companies to establish ex- 
cursion rates from cities and towns 
within a 100-mile or more radius of 
the city honored with a visit of the 
show. The advertising crew dis- 
tributed so-called excursion heralds 
which not only advertised the won- 
ders of the show but gave the excur- 
sion rates from each town along a 
railroad line. 


Then came the automobile and 
traffic snarls which led in two de- 
cades to the final abandonment of 
the street parade. But even though 
the parade had survived the complex- 
ities of traffic, it would have lost a 
greater part of its former audience, 
for with the coming of good roads 
and fast automobiles, rural families, 
like their urban neighbors, began to 
find it expedient to engage in a 
normal day’s activities at home on 
circus day and drive to town at night 
to see the show. 


Because of this trend, the matinee 
performance has lost its prestige in 
favor of the night show, and some of 
the smaller circuses have even dis- 
pensed with afternoon showings. 


Similarly, publicity agents of the 
cireus have been forced to change

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THE DOLL LADY 
CAPE PORPOISE 


By ETHEL LAMPREY JORDAN 


Miss Albania “Dolly” Merrill, 
daughter of a Maine sea captain, is 
an active sun-tanned woman, with 
eyes as blue as the tides that ebb 
and flow before the sea wall in front 
of her wind-swept cottage on Cape 
Porpoise bay. It is said that she 
lives there alone, but that is not 
strictly true, for her home literally 
overflows with dolls of every size and 
description. Immediately upon en- 
tering, one is initiated into the world 
of childhood’s make-believe, and is at 
once possessed by a sense of kinship 
with those who, like children, are able 
to identify themselves closely with 
the personalities of their inanimate 
playmates. 

But “Dolly” Merrill, who is the 
soul of order, knows the whereabouts 
and exact details connected with each 
doll in her collection of over 800. 
With a quick flick of her fingers 
through a card catalog, any informa- 
tion desired about a particular doll 
is immediately produced. As an ac- 
tive member of The Doll Collectors 
of America, she has acquired over 
the years this fascinating ‘tollection, 
which includes dolls that are quite 
old, many unique and unusual types, 
dolls from foreign lands, and a couple 
of hundred so-called “wrecks,” which 
she has discovered in odd places, and 
repaired, cleaned and _ remodeled, 
naming them in original fashion af- 
ter actual shipwrecks which have oc- 
curred in the localities where the 
dolls were found. 

One of the oldest dolls in her col- 
lection was made in England 150 
years ago, of hand-carved wood, join- 
ed at the shoulders, elbows, body and 
knees with small wooden pins. She 
stands about a foot high, and looks 
candidly at you from painted blue 
eyes under level black brows. Painted 
black hair lies in neat scallops on her 
rounded head, and contrast strongly 
with her clear pink and white com- 
plexion. Her dress of flower-sprigged 
dimity falls about her straight form 
in Victorian folds, against which 
quietly repose her carved hands. 
“‘arriet Underwood” has a_ person- 
ality of her own, and from the tip of 
her carved nose to her sober black- 
shod feet, she typifies the restraint 
of the childhood of her era. 

When acquired by Miss Merrill 
there was a tiny ornament pinned to 
her dress. Upon close examination 
this proved to be a miniature wooden 


doll, one-half inch in size, perfect in 
every detail. Incredibly small wood- 
en legs and arms are also joined to 
the body with minute wooden pins. 
She wears a bouffant blue silk skirt 
with infinitesimally small lace apron, 
and a scrap of a bonnet which pokes 
out, almost concealing her face. As 
she lies in the palm of your hand, 
looking like nothing more than a silk 
rosette, when scrutinized carefully 
under the magnifying glass, she as- 
sumes more substantia! proportions: 
under her bonnet you see a diminutive 
painted face with each feature care- 
fully delineated, her legs, one quarter 
of an inch long, are painted white 
from the knee to simulate stockings, 
and she wears pink painted shoes. 
This is “Tiny Underwood,” little 
sister of “‘ ‘arriet”—or No. 697 in the 
catalog. 

“Sophia Nash,” is a dear old lady, 
designed to represent the great- 
grandmother of the friend from 
whom Miss Merrill received her. She 
was made by hand, probably around 


1845. Fastened to a cloth body, her 
head is formed from a brown nut, 
with the pointed end culminating in 
a perfect peaked nose. Somewhat 
scant hair of white wool is drawn 
severely back from the brown face, 
on which wizened features are ex- 
pressively painted, simulating ex- 
treme age. Her brown brocaded-vel- 
vet cape is folded decently under her 
receding chin. Beneath the cape, her 
spare form is confined in a basque of 
dark gray taffeta, banded with light- 
er gray, with sleeves of the same ma- 
terial. There is much delicate hand- 
stitched detail. From the basque bil- 
lows, a full, dark gray taffeta skirt, 
with ruffle of the lighter gray at the 
bottom, stitched in brown thread. 
Originally she wore a delicate cream- 
colored silk petticoat, but age has 
given it a warmer than ivory hue. 


While we were examining the dolls, 
Miss Merrill suddenly looked out of 
the window and exclaimed “Oh. 
there’s Frank, you must excuse me 
for a moment.” I browsed for awhile, 
but eventually turned to the window, 
expecting to see my hostess engaged 
in conversation with a neighbor on 
the lawn. Not so. She was talking 
animatedly to a beautiful white gull, 
which was strutting back and forth 
on the sea wall while he collected 
large morsels of food in his beak from 
a quantity she was throwing to him 
with a prodigal hand. I watched, fas- 
cinatedly, as he lifted his wings and

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soared up, wheeling across the bay in 
graceful flight, until he dipped and 
disappeared over one of the outer 
islands. 


After “Dolly” returned she en- 
gagingly explained that Frank is the 
husband of Annie, now nesting on one 
of the islands, and he is solicitously 
providing her with food for the time 
being. Frank and Annie, it oppears, 
have been daily visitors at the Doll 
House for the past four years, winter 
and summer, arriving as soon as it is 
light in the morning, and returning 
several times during the day for food. 
Punctually in the middle of August 
they bring their current progeny for 
her inspection. They feed and teach 
them to care for themselves and 
about November of each year, drive 
them resolutely away. Sometimes 
the young gulls try to return, but 
Frank and Annie are firm—they 
alone possess the privilege of shar- 
ing the lawn and the sea wall with 
the Doll Lady, and no others dare in- 
trude, not even their own. 


“You might be interested in my 
wrecks,” Miss Merrill observed, re- 
turning to the dolls. She produced 
her oldest wreck—a mammy doll of 
black cloth construction, about six 
inches high, stuffed with real south- 
ern cotton. When acquired, the dress 
of some dark red ‘woolen stuff, was 
riddled with moth holes. These have 
been mended so skillfully by the in- 
sertion of patches of turkey red cot- 
ton, carefully darned in with stitches 
of red thread, that the entire gar- 
ment appears to be covered with bro- 
caded flowers. This contrasts incon- 
gruously with the sober style of the 
wrap-around garment, its only trim- 
ming a bit of yellow at neck and hem, 
and a yellow silk sash about the mid- 
dle. Black crinkled hair, stitched in 
a part, is brought to the back of her 
flat ears and tied with two yellow 
bows—the wiry hair ends sticking 
stiffly out over her shoulders. She 
wears a flannel petticoat, blanket- 
stitched in blue, with cotton drawers 
pretty far down her black legs. This 
is “Hesperus Mehlman,”—named for 
the heroine of Longfellow’s poem, be- 
cause she was literally in pieces when 
acquired, due to the depredations of 
the moths. 


“Montclair Macleod” is another at- 
tractive wreck. Salvaged from the 
beach, her china head in 20 pieces, 
she now stands in good mended condi- 
tion. Her head of black painted hair, 
with bright blue eyes, rosy cheeks 
and cupid bow mouth, is securely fast- 
ened to a completely new body made 
by Miss Merrill, who dressed her ap- 
propriately in garments of her cor- 
rect era—1870-1888. She was named 


for an English schooner from Nova: 


Scotia which was driven ashore, a 
total wreck, with five of her crew 
drowned. “Montclair MacLeod” is 
listed as Foundling No. 115 in the 
catalog. 


The most unique doll in Miss Mer- 
rill’s collection is one made from a 
tree root formation, picked up by her 
on a wood path on Moat Mountain in 
Bartlett, N. H. With her keen ima- 
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ginative faculty, “Dolly” saw the 
possibilities in this unusually formed 
root, and evolved from it “Diana 
Bath,” as illustrated in the accom- 
panying sketch, named for a water- 
fall in the vicinity where she was 
picked up. 


Here you see a young country girl 
in the abandon of dancing play: the 
natural curve of the neck, the lift of 
the arms, the graceful bend of the 
body, and the captured motion of the 
dancing feet—all combine to create 
the illusion of a perfectly formed 
body. Miss Merrill has given her hair 
of natural colored raveled hemp, 
which is loosely tied at the nape of 
her neck with a scarlet ribbon. Her 
face is painted to harmonize with the 
soft tone of the ‘wood, which gives 
the effect of a modern sun-tan. Her 
gathered skirt of country blue cot- 
ton, appears to move in folds about 
the curving contours of her body. 
This original achievement represents 
“Dolly” Merrill in essence,—a win- 
some person, who has the capacity 
for creative living and sharing her 
delight in the perennial joys of child- 
hood with those who are in sympathy 
with her spirit. 


As I picked up my notes and 
sketches, the Doll Lady showed me 
another facet of her charming per- 
sonality. For she started out with 
me on her daily walk to the post- 
office, where, winter and summer, 
storm or sunshine, she picks up the 
mail and newspapers for about 24 
families in her immediate neighbor- 
hood, and as a self-appointed task, 
delivers it personally at each door. 

Truly the Doll Lady of Cape Por- 
poise is a dreamer, but a practical 
and kindly doer, as well.

CIRCUS DAY 
HAS CHANGED 

(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 24) 
their tactics. Posters and newspaper 
advertising, always the backbone of 
circus publicity, continue to be basic 
elements in the advertising program 
and because of the shortened trans- 
portation time element, country 
routes for billposters, and newspaper 
advertising insertions have been ex- 
tended many miles. At the same 
time, fast transportation makes it 
possible for one or two crews to cov- 
er the same territory that formerly 
required as many as four or five ad- 
vance cars. 

And because of the many enter- 
tainment features vying for the pub- 
lic’s patronage today, publicity pur- 
veyors have learned that a two weeks’ 
publicity campaign gets better re- 
sults than extending their work over 
a period of a month or more. 

Furthermore, the radio has arisen 
as one of the most effective means 
of publicizing the circus and every 
show today has its radio director 
whose role is as important as that of 
the press agent and the billposter. 

Now none of the larger circuses 
distribute couriers or heralds, house- 
to-house, as they did in former days, 
and therefore, the collector must rely 
on pictorial posters and newspaper 
advertisements as examples of mod- 
ern-day advertising material. 

But to offset the dearth of printed 
advertising material for the collec- 
tor, are more annual circus route 
books, more souvenir programs, and 
a great increase in the availability 
of circus photographs and snapshots 
to fill the collector’s scrapbooks. Not 
to mention the possibilities of cutting 
records of radio programs based on 
circus themes. 











30 
DOLL PROJECT 


Each year the study and research 
projects of the members of The Doll 
Collectors of America, Inc., are ar- 
ranged and compiled into book form 
by the club, and the booklet dissemi- 
nated to members and doll collectors 
for a nominal sum. The 1946 booklet 
was especially interesting and 
worthy of a place on the doll collec- 
tors bookshelf. 


The frontispiece of this issue is 
particularly alluring with a front 
and back view of a Jenny Lind speci- 
men of Gutta Percha from the collec- 
tion of Catherine R. Howard of Ar- 
kansas, and with a fitting notation 
from Godey’s Lady’s Book of Octo- 
ber, 1869, as follows: 


“A doll is one of the most imperi- 
ous wants, and at the same time one 
of the most delicious instincts, of 
feminine childhood. To clean, clothe, 
adorn, dress, undress, dress again, 
teach, scold a little, nurse, lull, send to 
sleep, and imagine that something is 
somebody—the whole future of a 
woman is contained in this. While 
dreaming and prattling, making lit- 
tle trousseaux and cradles, while sew- 
ing little frocks and aprons, the 
child becomes a girl, the girl be- 
comes a maiden, and the maiden a 
woman. The first child is a continua- 
tion of the last doll.” 


The first article deals with “Penny 
Woodens” dolls by Jennie L. Abbott, 
who through illustrations of patent 
drawings and photographs gives a 
clear picture of this type of doll 
which was so popular with our grand- 
parents and is now a fine specimen 
for the doll collector. As collector 
Abbott explains the Penny Wooden 
type derived its name from the fact 
that the price 'was so low that chil- 
dren could buy them with their own 
pennies. This type of doll is wooden 
as the name indicates, and they were 
carved in the homes of residents of 
the Grodnertal valley in the Southern 
Tyrol. The craftsmen jointed them 
at the elbows, shoulders, legs and 
hips. At the beginning of the 20th 
century it is said that as many as 
2500 persons in the Valley were mak- 
ing wooden toys which were sent all 
over the world. Usually the crafts- 
men did only one operation such as 
making legs, or arms. 


One of the attractive specimens il- 
lustrated belongs to Mrs. Earle E. 
Andrews, president of The Doll Col- 
lectors of America, Inc. It is 25 inch- 
es tall, with a high hairdress. 


That our own forefathers were in- 
genious with the knife and wood as 
mediums for doll creation is attested 
with illustrations of other dolls in 
this chapter. One a 26 inch wooden 
“covered wagon” doll, owned by Mrs. 
Arthur Wake of Virginia. Her great- 
great grandfather whittled it out of 
bass wood with a jackknife. The 
head and torso are quite large and are 
carved from one piece of wood. The 
face is highly colored and in its origi- 
nal bright coloring. The fore-arms 
and lower legs and feet are also of 
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wood; the upper arms and legs of 
stuffed cotton. The original brown 
human hair wig was hand-woven and 
nailed to the head with innumerable 
tiny nails. Another wooden doll pic- 
tured is owned by Katherine Maurer, 
Ca.ifornia, granddaughter of the 
original owner, who carried the doll 
with her in a covered wagon, as she 
traveled from the East, going first 
to Indiana, then to Nebraska, finally 
settling in California with her family. 
Mrs. Chester E. Dimick’s collec- 
tion is represented with two interest- 
ing specimens, one an India Rubber 
Comb Doll, with the identifying 
mark, “I. R. Comb Co.” Another 
specimen is that of a doll’s head of 
gray stoneware which John Ramsay 
has described in his book, “American 
Potters and Pottery,” as follows: 


“The head was found in Western 
Pennsylvania, West of Washington, 
and I am sure it was made in the 
upper Ohio Valley, either in Western 
Pennsylvania or Eastern Ohio. It is 
one of the finest pieces of stoneware 
I have seen, unusually thin and well 
glazed. But just this fact makes it 
difficult to attribute it to any definite 
pottery, although my _  guess_ is 
Greensboro, about 1840-1850. The 
head is grey stoneware, 6 inches high, 
the regulation face, a little crudely 
modeled and the ‘sausage’ curls. 
She is not beautiful, being the usual 
grey with blue head and features, but 
she is unusually fine stoneware and 
in perfect condition. It is the only 
one I have ever seen—although I 
have seen two in the crude brown- 
ware.” 


An article on the Kathe Kruse 
Dolls by Mrs. Earle E. Andrews, 
president, has uncovered some inter- 
esting material. Specimens illustrat- 
ed show the great talent of this ar- 
tist, wife of a noted German sculptor, 
Professor, Max Kruse. Specimens 
from the well known collection of 
Helen Siebold Walter add greatly to 
the picturization of this type. 


Our own American Indian dolls are 
well represented and covered in a 
chapter by Miss Walter, who says: 


“There are two types of Indian 
dolls, those made by the Indians 
themselves ‘which often have authen- 
tic costuming, and show the hand- 
work and customs of tribes, but which 
are a far cry from being portrait 
dolls, and Indian dolls made by 
American artists which show the 
likeness of an Indian. Just as we 
have American painters whose pic- 
tures portray Indian life—and In- 
dians who give us picture writing.” 


Among the other fine chapters are 
“‘Notes on Moveable Dolls,” by Alice 
R. Andrews; ‘Musical and Noise- 
Producing Dolls” by Mrs. Rupert W. 
Jacques; “Beecher Dolls,” by Mrs. 
John E. Hires; “Portraits by Kim- 
port,” by Ruby S. McKim; “Dolls 
Showing the Custumes of Primitive 
People,” by Mrs. E. B. Cole, Curator 
of the Wenham Museum. 


Three especially valuable chapters 
conclude the edition. They are: “The 
Doll in Literature,” by Mrs. Louis T. 
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Golding; “Dolls in Art,” by Mrs. 
Louis T. Golding; and a group of il- 
lustrations labeled “Interesting Old 
Dolls.” Other creditable contribu- 
tions of which we take cognizance 
are from. the collections of Mrs. Ear 
Carter, Mrs. R. B. Bohaker, Mrs. 
Louis F. Wood, Mrs. Harry C. Gar 
land, Mrs. Marie DeSylva, Mrs. J. J. 
Flynn, Mrs. Ralph Wolcott, Mrs. 
Clyde Strutt, Mrs. Earl Carter, Mrs. 
Hattie E. Johnson, Mrs. Martin An- 
derson, and Mrs. Jesse Bottomley. 


The booklet is $3.10 to non-mem- 
bers of the club. Jennie L. Abbott, 9 
Noble St., Westfield, Mass., and Mrs. 
Earle E. Andrews, 196 Highland Ave., 
Winchester, Mass., are distributing 
it.

As might be expected, this type 
gets its name from the fact that it 
is all made in one piece, with immov- 
able parts. 


Several beautiful examples were 
displayed by Mrs. Byron M. Peck- 
ham, who made some fitting remarks. 
Said she: “Collecting dolls is a study, 
not just a lot of fun. You have to 
know history, fabrics, social customs, 
all sorts of background subjects to 
know dolls.” 


Members of the club discussed ex- 
periences and exchanged current 
items of the “doll market.” Each 
wore a small paper doll name card. 
In response to a request from the col- 
lectors, the librarian arranged a col- 
lection of dolls for exhibit contempor- 
aneous with the meeting.

water and soap, so that all grease is 
removed. It should be rinsed in clear, 
hot water and dried at once with a 
soft clean towel. Never leave silver 
to “drain.” Don’t jumble silver all 
up in a pan. Wash a few pieces at a 
time and avoid deep or heavy scratch- 
es that do not add to its beauty. A 
silver cloth will take off egg stains 
or salt marks. This should be done 
immediately after use. 

Any silver polish recommended by 
your jeweler will clean flat ware 
quickly and satisfactorily, when it 
does become tarnished. Repousse or 
other highly ornamented silver can 
be cleaned with a brush, and a good 
polish. 

Silver that is used daily does not 
tarnish quickly. Its every day use 
will enhance its beauty and grace, 
and make it lovelier and more desira- 
ble. 

There is nothing in the home that 
adds so much dignity as fine Silver 
and the collecting of tea and coffee 
sets, special condiment dishes, bread 
trays, ice cream spoons, pie and cake 
knives, as well as Silver platters and 
bowls is something every woman 
loves to do.

Islamic Silver 


The one-time prosperity of the 
Near East is reflected in some of the 
antique silver that has found its way 
to this country, much of it now hous- 
ed in the silver departments of our 
large museums. 

At one time the country was the 
trading crossroads between Europe 
and the Far East. The richness of 
the ewers, braziers, mortars, incense 
burners, inkwells, candlesticks and 
boxes that have come out of their past 
attest to the affluence of the higher 
class. Human figures, animal motifs, 
arabesques and geometric patterns 
formed the inlay designs, which in 
most instances covered the object. 
The formality of many of the decor- 
ative motifs reflected the formality 
of life among the merchant princes 
of Islam and sheds considerable light 
on the eastern mind and spirit. The 
art objects and their designs of that 
period are in direct contrast with the 
Western designs in comparable per- 
iods of commercial prosperity. 

A Sassanian silver dish of the 
fifth century shows that inlay tech- 
nique with niello, a silver alloy, is a 
very old art in silver decoration. It 
was particularly popular with the 
Mohammedans. 

A gold and silver inkwell of the 
12th century from Persia, is decorat- 
ed with the signs of the zodiac. 

It is noted also in the history ot 
silver of the Near East that it was 
widely coveted by the Crusaders, who 
while sallying forth on their expe- 
ditions in the name of religion, were 
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keen on taking, by whatever means 
at their command, the finest pieces 
of silverware available. Much of this 
silver taken by the Crusaders was 
subsequently bought by European 
collectors and museums.

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Thoughts of the Press 
of 1906 


The Electrical World for Septem- 
ber 8, 1906, stated: The electric 
street railway cars and the motor 
cars of the suburban and interurban 
electric lines are finding strong com- 
petition entering their fields of opera- 
tion. The trackless trolley is being 
utilized extensively in Germany and 
France, and the steam bus and gas- 
oline, alcohol and oil motor omnibus 
is being largely used in London and 
other English cities, while the steam- 
driven motor car is being employed 
by the steam railway companies in 
order to meet the competition of the 
trolley cars on the suburban and in- 
terurban branches of the steam roads 
in many European countries. 

Figs. 1, 2 and 3 illustrate the latest 
installations of the trackless trolley 
in Germany and France. The Neue- 
nahr-Ahrweiler-Walporzheim line was

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started in May, 1906, in Rheinland. 
This road, which is 54% km. (2 miles) 
long, was built by the Gesellschaft 
Fur Gleislose Bahnen, Max Schie- 
mann & Co., of Wurzen, Germany, at 
a total cost of about $35,000, while a 
track trolley line of the same length 
was estimated to cost $87,500 between 
the cities of Ahrweiler, Walporsheim 
and Neuenahr. The electrical energy 
is supplied from the power plant of 
the Sanitarium of Dr. von Ehrenwall 
at Ahrweiler at a rate of 3.25 cents 
per kw-hour, making the cost of 
operation of the trackless trolley 1.4 
cents per car-km. 


With an operation of this line of 
275 car-km., 1,052 persons were car- 
ried, the income being $51.84. Two 
motor cars of the type shown:in Fig. 
1 were used, a third being kept in 
reserve. The trip is made in from 25 
to 30 minutes and with a trailer car 
in 40 minutes. In one direction a 
speed of 15 km. per hour is main- 
tained, while the return trip is made 
at a speed of 22 km. per hour, the 
slower speed being maintained on ac- 
count of the grade encountered. The 
fare charged is 7.5 cents for the trip, 
or at the rate of about 1.25 per kilo- 
meter. The motor cars weigh 3,400 
km., while the open trailer cars weigh 
1,640 kg. The cars are well lighted 
by incandescent lamps, and the elec- 
tricity employed on the trolley line is 
supplied by continuous current at 550 
volts. 

The Charbonnieres-les-Binins track- 
less trolley line near Lyons, in the 
south of France, is 7 km. long, and is 
operated by the “Societe de Trans- 
ports et d’Eclairage Electrique de 
Charbonnieres-les-Bains.” This trol- 
ley line has six motor cars, each of 
which has a capacity for seating 38 
passengers and standing room for 10 
persons. (See Fig. 2.) 

The cars are 6 meters long and 2 
meters wide, the height measuring 3 
meters, with trolley poles of sufficient 
range and length so that the cars may 
be operated at 3% meters from the 
center of the road. The energy re-

grades on the French line above re- 
ferred to are as heavy as 8.5 per cent. 
A number of other trackless trolley 
lines have been placed in operation 
during the past year or so. The Muh- 
lenbalm Grossbauchlitz line being 
opened in June, 1905, and the Vies- 
chedetalbahn in June, 1904, while in 
May of the same year the Monheim- 
Langenfeld trackless trolley line was 
started. 

It will be remembered that the first 
trackless trolley line was operated at 
Biclatale in 1901, and was successful 
from the start while two years later, 
in February, 1903, the Kalkbahn 
Grevengruck line was placed in opera- 
tion on the Max Schiemann. 

There have been a number of other 
lines installed on other systems using 
a motor-driven overhead traveling 
trolley in various parts of Europe, 
which are said to have been working 
successfully, and while this system 
does not seriously compete with the 
track trolley lines, it does, neverthe- 
less, take the place of this service, 
and in many respects is superior to 
the track trolley for country districts 
where the roads are excellent, as it 
permits the hauling of farm wagons 
to and from the markets in the neigh- 
boring towns.

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“GOLDEN AGE” BUTTONS 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


This well-established name is commonly applied to 
American-made gilt and brass Costume buttons, which 
were produced between the years 1800 and 1860, (to at- 
tempt a rough limitation.) They resemble similar buttons 
which were made in England during the same and a some- 
what earlier period. They are naturally more plentiful 
in the land where they were made, (jespecially in New 
England, where practically all of them originated) than 
are their British prctotypes. Some of them are as fine 
as the best British-made buttons of the same class; 
others are inferior, but are no less interesting, because 
even the poorest Golden Age buttons are good. Also, they 
are often marked with their makers’ names, ‘which allows 
them to be dated with a fair degree of accuracy. 


English designers set the standards for American 
Golden Age buttons; English processes were followed and 
adapted in their construction; and English buttonmakers, 
in many cases, brought their knowledge and _ their 
methods to the American manufacturers. Combining as 
they do the admirable art and technical skill of both the 
old and the new world, it is little wonder that these but- 
tons live up to their name. They are almost all beauti- 
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fully designed and made; an ugly or inartistic Golden 
Age is rare indeed. Even the comparatively few “Pic- 
tures” which may be found among them are far superior 
to the present metal hodgepodges of the less restrained 
Eighties and Nineties. 


The following are characteristic examples of the vari- 
ous Golden Age types. Most of them can be dated, 
approximately. Many of them are gold-plated or “gilt,” 
others are brass. The former are richly burnished, and 
the latter, unless they have been sadly abused, can be 
polished to a pleasing lustre. 


No. 1. Geometric design, incised on a convex, two-piece 


button. Reverse: “R. & W. Robinson—Extra.” 1836-47. 
Buttons of this type, with their often indefinite designs, 


are hard to differentiate from each other. Later examples 


and imitations have tin backs and lack glitter. 


No. 2. Raised “All-over” pattern; convex, two-piece. 
Reverse: “D. Evans & Co.” 1848-60 (?). 
ten variations of “D. Evans” on button backs; probably 
there are others!) 


No. 3. Abstract design, in relief against a background 
“Rich & 


of radiating lines; flat, one-piece. Reverse: 


Color.” 1825-45 (7). 


No. 4. Raised Pictorial design on slightly convex, two- & 
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piece button. Reverse: “D Evans & Co.—Extra.”. 1850- 
60 (2). This, I think, is one of a set showing different 
birds and animals. The Attleboro Company had many 
fine sets, which are hard to complete, now. 

No. 5. Naturalistic Floral design, raised against a lined 
background; convex, two-piece. Reverse: “R. & W. Rob- 
inson—Extra Rich.” 1836-47. 

No. 6. “Hunting Case” or Watch Case” type. (So- 
called from resemblance of decoration to “Hunting Case” 
watches.) Gilt, convex, two-piece, with intricately 
wrought pattern. Reverse: “Benedict & Burnham Manf’g. 
Co.” 1843-49. 

No. 7. Conventional Floral design; flat, 
Reverse: “Rich Gold Color.” 1820-40 (7). 

No. 8. Conventional Floral (Pinwheel) type; flat, one- 
piece. Reverse: “Ives, Kendrick & Co.—Extra.” 1835-40. 
Tiiis is a particularly fine design. 

No. 9. Incised Floral design on convex, one-piece but- 
ton. Reverse: “B—B—-Extra Rich—Superfine.” 1834-43. 
Tis is an excellent example of perhaps the finest type 
of Golden Age button; it really deserves its self-lauda- 
tory description! 

No. 10. Conventional (Star) pattern; convex, two-piece. 
Reverse: “D. Evans & Co.—Attleboro, Mass. 1850-60 (7). 
I nave seen this design with silvered finish, and in smaller 
size. 

No. 11 is another fine example of the simple, incised 
Golden Age button; one-piece with flat center, convex 


one-piece. 
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border. Reverse: “Benedict & Burnham—Extra-Superfine 
—Waterbury.” c. 1840. 

Later on, I hope to show a few more “Golden Ages,” 
including some with “chased” decoration. (These are 
hard to draw, and are not, in my opinion, as charming 
or effective as the simpler types.) 

But practically all of these buttons are beautiful, and 
they “grow on you,” as the saying goes. (If you doubt 
this, try collecting them!) 


Like so many things belonging to the Past, there is 
something nostalgic about them,—a reminder of days 
when beauty and integrity distinguished many com- 
mercial products; when richness and dignity and solid 
worth had not given way to showier but less lasting 
qualities. The firms who created these buttons, the 
pioneer button-makers of Connecticut and Massachusets, 
—had reason to be proud of their work, through which 
their names and their fame have come down to us. The 
buttons they made are souvenirs of an age that was 
“Golden” in more ways than one; an age when virtues 
and ethics and opportunities—like buttons—were simple 
and worthwhile. 

Perhaps every age seems 
youd recall.

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lover’s pride and as a masterpiece 
still followed as a pattern by a later 
generation of clock-makers. Dubuc, 
the great French artist, whose Wash- 
ington clock is in the Metropolitan 
Museum, constructed this clock for 
the Emperor Napoleon. Taking his 
theme from Napoleon’s famous Egyp- 
tian campaign, Dubuc utilized impres- 
sive Egyptian architectural lines as 
his foundation. The frame is embel- 
lished with the most delicate hand 
wrought figures and scrolls, from the 
star that symbolizes Napoleon’s Egyp- 
tian victories to the winged goddess 
representing France. But all the in- 
tricacy of the super-imposed orna- 
ment does not detract from the maj- 
esty of the classicism of the whole. 
As to the mechanics of the timepiece, 
they remain an object for the admira- 
tion and emulation of all clock-makers 
of today. Napoleon cherished a par- 
ticular love for bells and chimes and 
stated to his secretary, Bourrienne, 
that they always reminded him of his 
happiest days in Brienne. This clock 
has such a mellifluous chime that it 
must have brought its own peculiar 
solace to that troubled breast. Its 
bell tones gently and sweetly nearly 
two minutes after its strike. It 
sounds the hours as melodiously to- 
day as it did for the great Emperor. 
The Dubuc clock was last cleaned in 
1875 and was still keeping perfect 
time when it recently was taken apart 
for purposes of study. 

Picture shows the famous clock 
made by the celebrated French clock- 
maker Dubuc for the Emperor Na- 
poleon. Clock experts note certain 
characteristics peculiar to Dubuc and 
similar to those on the clock by this 
maker, bearing a figure of Washing- 
ton in New York’s Metropolitan Mu- 
seum. Note the combination of sim- 
plicity and elaboration. The winged 
figure surmounting the clock sym- 
bolizes France. Sphinxes, caryatids 
and Bull of Isis commemorate Na- 
poleon’s Egyptian triumphs. Dubuc 
used 27 different motifs in the orna- 
mentation of this magnificent time- 
piece.

STRASBURG CLOCK 


(Continued) 


After reading the article: “On 
Time” in the January HOBBIES, 
which gave a description of the 
Astronomical clock of the Strasburg 
Cathedral, I thought readers might 
be interested in the enclosed descrip- 
tion, which I have excerpted from 
Frank Leslie’s Popular Monthly 
March. 1882. This is part of a rather 
lengthy article on “Strasburg,” and 
among the many illustrations is one 
showing the clock. Facing it, the 
tower on the right shows the winding 
stairway, with an extension of some 
kind on the side near the central 
tower. On the left is the tower con- 
taining the weights, and showing 
figures of persons, and topping it is 
the rooster. 


The Strasburg Cathedral 


Astronomical Clock 
The large Astronomical Clock, 
which is such a celebrated feature of 
the Cathedral, was constructed in 
1838-42, by Schwilgue, a clockmaker 
of the town. It replaced a similar 
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made vy Professor Dasypodius, 
in 1571, which, in its turn, formed a 
substitute for a still older clock, men- 
tioned as early as the thirteenth cen- 
tury. Only a few parts of the inter- 
ior and some of the decorative paint- 
ings of the old clock were used in 
making the present one. ° 
Spectators are gathered 


the quarters 

while a genii at his sid 

his sandgiass every hour 

around a skeleton which 

hours, are grouped figures repre 
senting boyhood, youth, manhood 
and old age—the four quarters 
the hour. Under the same gallery th 
symbolic deity of each day steps out 
of a niche, Apollo on Sunday, Diana 
on Monday, and so on through the 
week. In the highest niche of the 
clock, at noon, the Twelve Apostles 
move round a figure of the Saviour; 
and on the highest pinnacle of tbe 
side tower, which contains the 
weights, is perched a cock, which 
then flaps its wings, stretches its 
neck and crows, awakening echoes 
in the remotest nooks of the Cathe- 
dral. The mechanism also sets in 
motion a complete planetarium, be- 
hind which is a perpetual calendar, 
which is so contrived as to regulate 
itself, and adapt its changes to the 
revolution of the seasons for an al- 
most unlimited number of years, 

In this, the lower section of the 
clock, a dijal represents the ancient 
Zodiac, With stars of the first, second 
and third magnitude, with the signs 
of each month of the year exhibited 
at the proper time and seasons, the 
dial making but one revolution year- 
ly, and but one-half of it exposed 
at a time. Above the dial, in each 
corner, are lions’ heads with rings 
in their mouths; and above this sec- 
tion is another dial, on which is re- 
presented on the outer circle the 
the minutes and hours in the usual 
manner, and within, or around the 
centre, are represented the month, 
day of the month, day of the week, 
and phases of the moon; carved fig- 
ures of Time and Justice are located 
in adjoining alcoves, and immediate- 
ly above are two Romanesque col- 
umns, with capitals representing 
two rams’ heads, and a wolf watch- 
ing sheep. 

The top section is in the form of 
a Gothic chapel; at every half-hour 
is heard the ringing of a bell, and 
the door opens, showing the figure 
of Death, and followed by the music 
of an organ. Three minutes after 
a chime of twenty bells is heard, 
when, from the right door of the 
chapel, the Disciples come out in 
procession, whereupon the centre 
door opens, and the Saviour appears 
in sight. 

As the Disciples reach him, they 
pause, and, one by one, turn their 
faces toward him and bow, except 
Peter, which is the central figure. 
The bow is returned by the Saviour, 
and immediately the cock crows, 
when Satan appears and disappears 
quickly in the baicony overhead. 
Meanwhile, a Roman sentinel on the 
left of the procession faces toward 
it, and remains until the procession 
passes, when Satan reappears, turn- 
ing his head in the direction of 
Judas, and after his satanic majesty 
drops out of sight, the organ again 
strikes up its music, and the door 
closes upon the scene. The Apostles 
come out once every half-hour dur- 
ing the day and evening, and can, 
moreover, be marched out seven 
times besides each hour. Not unti! 
219 years after its construction in 
1571 did the clock stop. In 1789 it 
stopped, and was again set going, 
and again stopped in 1806. In 1836, 
Schwilgue was commissioned to put 
it in good order: he set to work, 
took out the worn portions and re- 
placed them with new ones, the old 
pieces being kept on exhibition in a 
museum. At midnight every 31st 
of December the clock is wound up 
to run for one year, the thousands 
of parts regulating themselves, and 
also allowing for the occurrence of 
leap year, at the proper time. 
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IT’S ALL ORIGINAL 
Antique Coffee Tables?

Nature abhors a vacuum! Antique 
coffee tables not being possible, 
nature’s ally in correcting enviro- 
mental lacks, man supplies the de- 
ficiency. Victorian marble top tables, 
oval or oblong, are cut down to the 
right height and grandfather’s parlor 
table that never saw much social 
grace has become the center of hos- 
pitable gatherings, before and after 
dinner. The seat the cobbler sat in 
long hours while he kept the village 
well shod now is a hostess’s throne. 
Saddler’s benches, wash _ benches, 
bread boards set on cast iron stove 
bases, table tops of old wood fastened 
on washtub bucks, butter churn 
bucks, sawbucks, and on legs salvag- 
ed from wrecked Windsor chairs— 
all these and many more devices re- 
veal the ingenuity of lovers of old 
objects. 


Cobbler’s benches are scarcer than 
Chippendale chairs, stove bases are 
no longer easy to find, marble top 
tables of the right size are in more 
demand than good stretcher tables, 
bread boards have doubled in cost, 
and “pickers” drive many miles to 
find washtub bycks and sawbucks and 
churn bases. 


Still some dealers in antiques and 
many housewives ask for Chippen- 
dale, Sheraton, Heppelwhite and an- 
tique period coffee tables. Why 
there are none is a simple and inter- 
esting story. I shall tell it backward. 


It was 1900, when I was fifteen, 
that I first came on the word “cock- 
tail.” I received “Tom Brown’s 
School Days” as a birthday gift, and 
I was reading it when I should have 
been studying. The binding was-a 
sober blue and the monitor in charge 
of the study room was busy with a 
chess problem. I came upon this: 
“The half hour has not struck. Here, 
Bill, drink some cocktail.” I was al- 
ready addicted to wasting study 
hour time by looking up every un- 
familiar word in the big dictionary 
that was open on a slanting shelf in 
front of the monitor’s desk. I com- 
plied with the rule that a word that 
was being looked up must be written 
in a notebook. There were several 
meanings of the word cocktail, a 
horse’s tail docked, a horse with only 


part thoroughbred blood, and a kind 
of beetle. Carefully I transcribed 
these in my commonplace book. I 
knew these did not fit. Then I turn- 
ed to the supplement, and there I 
found cocktail defined as an alcoholic 
drink combining sugar and bitters in 
various proportions. I turned to go 
to my seat. I suppose my look was 
not that of a school boy who has just 
learned that a candelabra is a many 
branched candlestick. The monitor 
asked to see my notes. Then he asked 
to see the lesson that required me to 
know what a cocktail is. Then he 
confiscated my birthday book for one 
month. I can date this exactly be- 
cause I recently came upon the old 
copy of Tom Brown inscribed “To 
Will on his 15th Birthday.” The his- 
toric point is that the word cocktail 
referring to Martinis, Old Fashioneds 
and the rest of them was picked up 
for incorporation in our dictionaries 
in the early 1900’s. I am sure most 
readers can readily cast their minds 
back to years just before 1918, and 
recall that a few of us then took for 
granted that an invitation to dinner 
meant a round of cocktails before- 
hand. Evidently the use of a low 
table presided over more or less for- 
mally by a dispenser of cocktails is 
positively modern. 


What about the serving of coffee 
away from the dining table? There 
is a modern custom too. When I 
happened, once in a long while, to 
be present as a youngster at a formal 
dinner, coffee was served at the table. 
Until circa 1900 most Americans had 
dinner at noon except on grave oc- 
casions. Modern big business .now 
employs many more men than small 
business, and where once only one 
man in a hundred left home in the 
morning to put in a day at the office, 
today I suppose ninety nine do so. 
Commuting is a modern happening, 
so is frequent dining out, and the 
habit of coffee in the living room. 
Especially modern is the informal 
hostess presiding behind a low table. 
I think the informality is desirable. 
We see more of our hostess’s aplomb; 
more points of interest of her dress 
and decor are visable. All of us get 
better acquainted. I am. sorry that 
antique Queen Anne, Chippendale, 
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Sheraton or Heppelwhite coffee 
tables are not available to add mellow 
atmosphere to these pleasant gath- 
erings. 






I wish there were enough children’s 
or nursery tables, antiques, to sup- 
ply every hostess with a jewel. In 
30 years I have seen two really an- 
tique child’s size Queen Anne drop 
leaf tables, five butterfly flap tabies 
that were nursery survivals, two min- 
jature sawbuck tables, and that is the 
tale of hundred year old tables of 
low height. : 










I know that every now and then an

with cabriole legs is offered as an- 
tique. If such pieces are stools, per- 
haps these are antiques. But low cof- 
fee tables? No. They may look like 
antiques, the importer may go so far 
as to offer a statement of antiquity 
on his letterhead, but I think he is 
mistaken. Further, I have never 
heard of such a table being admitted 
to this country duty free as an an- 
tique. 


The plan books of Chippendale, 
Heppelwhite and Sheraton present 
breakfast tables, china tables, Pem- 
broke tables and small tables of the 
sort then called side boards, but no 
low tables. I have never seen a low 
table in Empire or Victorian styles 
that was an original antique. For the 
benefit of the antiquarian of 1997, to 
whom a file of HOBBIES will be a 
treasury of Americana and collec- 
tors’ lore of the first years of the 
Atomic Age, I record that to the best 
of my belief the first Empire ana 
Victorian tables truncated to coffee 
table height evolved way down South 
in Dixieland about 1925. It will be in- 
teresting if readers who have factual 
recollections of the beginnings of 
coffee tables will write brief state- 
ments on post cards addressed to the 
editor of HOBBIES. 


I have examined the advertising in 
every newspaper and magazine to 
which I have access published before 
1865, and there is no mention of cof- 
fee tables. The Merriam Webster

“Leaving Junk Behind” 


My copy of HOBBIES arrived and has 
long been my custom I laid aside every- 
thing to look it over, and as usual it was 
just as big of a thrill as ever. 

I have been told that opposing law- 
yers can argue a case in court and still 
be just as good friends when they leave 
the court room and I hope such will be 
the case with you and I after you read 
my letter. 

You are frank with your readers and 
I hope you don’t mind their being frank 
with you. 

My husband and I have been acquaint- 
ed with you and your magazine before 
the day we set out in a new model T 
Ford to exhibit in your New York 
Show, an experience that brought 
more joy to us than anything that ever 
happened afterward. Your service to 
collectors can never be fully estimated, I 
assure you. 

Having had daily contact with the an- 
tique buying public since 1927, I believe 
I am at liberty to take exceptions to 
some statements I believe to be errors 
printed under names I am not acquaint- 
ed with. 

The public is not walking out of shops 
and shows because of prices. But they 
are walking away from worthless junk 
and cracked and broken items. The pub- 
lic is willing to pay the highest a Ay for 
what they want. 

HOBBIES MAGAZINE carries’ the 
greatest amount of advertising ever put 
together in one magazine. Prices vary 
in different states and the so called pick- 
er, by sitting up nights and tracing the 
lines in HOBBIES with his finger, can 
learn what the highest price might be. 

He also reads that a show is going to 
be held near his home and he can go 
there and see for himself how the prices 
run. He stands by, sees the exhibitor 
sell at a price he thought fantastic. The 
place is full of happy people. Why isn't 
his item worth just as much in his esti- 
nation? 

I happen to know there is an increas- 
ing number of buyers who drive right by 
the dealer known to be a “Show Goer’, 
to get to the picker’s place, because they 
feel he doesn’t know anything about 
price or importance of the item. 

In such a place they feel great con- 
fidence in their ability to buy. And to 
show this to their friends who come 
along for the ride, and they spend what 
to them is a sizable amount of money, 
only to find, later, there is something 
wrong with the transaction. so all deal- 
ers must be crooks! 

They become cynics, to hide their ig- 
norance, and speak knowingly of the 
racket, and attack the dealers, the re- 
productions and the Shows. 

I wish to ask your ‘Antiquarian of 
Standing” if he knows -where a first 
class stock of antiques can be bought 
at a low price. 

He states that because the public has 
to pay so much for the necessary items 
of life, they will not pay a high price 
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for non-essentials like antiques. I have 
a good many customers who never think 
of the necessities. They don’t have to 
They are so pleased to find something 
that really thrills them they don’t care 
about the price, often don’t even ask. 

The public is not losing interest in 
antiques or you would not dare raise 
the price of the HOBBIES for fear you 
would go out of business. If they were 
you might as well close the shows that 
have meant so much to them, and get 
rid of your Museum. Nothing could be 
farther from the truth. 

Hobbies do not compete with rent 
and groceries and therefore are taken 
or left according to the party interested 
The interest was never more keen. And 
HOBBIES and antiques are household 
words. Dealers love antiques, and some 
times pay too much. Then when their 
price is too high they are laughed at, 
but they don’t mean to rob anyone as a 
rule. If they have to sell at a loss they 
know better next time.—Nina L. Ness, 
Michigan.

country. Naturally I have friends and 
acquaintances who are similarly inter- 
ested, and we would sum up the present 
situation about as follows:

It seems to some of us that a few 
dexlers overlook the fact that although 
many persons became interested in buy- 
ing antiques during the war years when 
money was plentiful and new merchan- 
dise scarce, those persons have by this 
time informed themselves as to real 
values, quality, etc., and have become 
more discriminating; hence they cannot 
be counted upon to continue buying reck- 
lesly. 

Then, too, some of us with either a 
streak of practicality or Scotch ancestry 
in our make-up, have a congenital] aver- 
sion to paying from ten to twenty times 
its intrinsic value, for any article—no 
matter what its age, history, or current 
vogue. (Maybe that explains why we 
don’t possess even one piece of West- 
ward Ho!)—Mary E. Acree, Ohio.

Overhead and Prices 


f am writing you about a subject that 
{ believe you can help the small dealer 
by mentioning it in your editorial. 

I have tried to keep my prices down 
in my ads, and feel that it is a hard 
problem to set the right price in order 
to come out. 

For instance in my last ad I listed a 
scrap book at $3.50. I paid $1.50 for this 
old book and I felt that $2 profit was 
plenty on it. So far I have returned 65 
checks for this item alone. I imagine 
by the end of the month it will go over 
a hundred returns on one “item. 

It seems each month I have several 
items that bring in many checks, which 
I have to return. 

I mention at the end of my ad ‘‘Stamp 
please’, but so far this month only one 
party enclosed a stamp to return check. 

I have also found that by jumping the 
price on the item to take care of the 
extra expense it has stopped the sale of 
the item. 

I am sure all readers of our magazine 
read your editorial and if you suggest 
to people who send checks to enclose 
stamp for return of check in case item 
has been sold, it will help us keep our 
prices in line, 

There is some talk in this section by 
dealers about the slump in antique 
business but I cannot complain as my 
business dropped off very little and I 
look forward to a big summer with the 
tourist trade and also through HOBBIES.

(CONTINUED) 


On Dough Trays 


In a recent issue of HOBBIES I 
read with interest the article on 
dough trays. However, having grown 
up in Western Pennsylvania among 
the Pennsylvania Dutch, my recol- 
lections are a little different. 

The one I reraember most was in 
my grandfather’s house. It stood 
against the wall about four feet in 
front of the kitchen range. The 
trough or upper part was about 20 
inches deep, 22 inches wide at the top 
and about 18 inches wide at the bot- 
tom, and about four feet high. It stood 
on four legs about 18 inches long. It 
had a cover set in a groove which 
made it fit tightly, to keep out the 
dust and dirt. Grandmother used the 
dough tray to mix cookies, pies and 
bread. The bread was allowed to rise 
in it. The pies and cookies and bread 
were kneaded and rolled on the inner 
side of the cover. When it was not in 
use for baking preparation, it was 
used*as a table. 

As a small child, I remember sit- 
ting on it while grandfather conduct- 
ed the morning worship. An aunt 
willed me a dough tray recently.

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Pros & Cons 

That was an excellent Editorial on 
prices in a recent HOBBIES. To be 
sure, we all want to make a profit— 
must, or we couldn’t do business, but 
what ‘“‘curb’’ stock brings more than 5-6% 
or possibly 10%, and yet those invest- 
ments are considered good. The an- 


tique business is different than any other 
line of which I am familiar. If the own- 
er of a few antique items would be a 
little wiser, when she sells to the “‘pick- 
er’ who raps at her door, she could have 
a fair price for her stock. On the other 
hand, if the “picker’’ didn’t take ad- 
vantage of the seller’s ignorance of val- 
ues, well, you know the answer—and tne 
picker is no dumb Dora! Ever!! 

If customers realized that antiques are 


not so plentiful and the “picker now 
asks double for his items (and more), 
then they would realize, we must ask 
more when selling. The antique stock 
goes in “cycles.” 


When I came to Geneva, Ill., six years 
ago, the demand was mostly for furn- 
iture, but when building slowed down, 
so did the sale of chests, tables, and 
cupboards. Then came the lamp cycle— 
student lamps that heretofore brought 
$70 to $75 shot up to $100 to $200. Then 
came lustre. I had had a hard time 
getting $35 for a pair of fine pink ones; 
then two of my neighbor dealers tried, 
and finally they went for $35. Later they 
would have brought $150 to $300. Then 
the vogue for demitasse cups struck us 
—cups that I was glad to get $1-$2 went 
to $5-$10 over night! Copper also rose to 
unheard of prices. The sad part is, we 
stock up with “cycle’’ demands; then it 
“veers” and we are left with “dead” 
stock. Of course if we can hold on it 
will be O. K., the pendulum will swing 
back. I don’t know how I got into this, 
except I know how many dealers will 
not purchase if they can’t double and 
triple their purchases. It would be a 
much healthier business, if we stick to 
medium profits I think — just one deal- 
er’s opinion!—Blanche E. Watson, ili- 
nois.

“Unfair Practices 
Among Buyers” 


I realize HOBBIES cannot take part in 
any dealer-customer disputes. There 
must be many because of the volume of 
advertising. But HOBBIES always tries 
to act fairly, it seems to me. 

Other dealers and I have aired many 
times some of the unfair practices of 
the buyers. 

First and foremost is the customer 
who orders an article and it is not re- 
turned for a month or more. Most of the 
ads say, “If not satisfactory, return in 
five days for refund.’’ But customers 
have ignored those warnings. 

A customer of mine ordered a large 
walnut framed wool shadow box. I wrote 
her at length, with a full description of 
it. I heard nothing for some time. In 
the meantime, I returned several cheeks 
and I missed out on a shc, sale on it, 
too. At last the woman said she didn’t 
like it and was returning it. It finally 
came by freight instead of by Express 
as I had shipped it. 

What can be done to get customers 
to return their merchandise promptly, if 
they do not want it?—Vieva Carmichael,

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TEA TIME

Tea time began in western Europe 
when, in 1610, traders of the Dutch 
East India Company brought home 
with them from the Orient this 
strange drink. One of the earliest 
mentionings of tea on the Continent, 
about 1615, is in the expense account 
of an East India Company official. He 
itemizes: “Three silver porringiys to 
drink chaw in.” Another one asks 
that he be sent “a pot of the best 
chaw.” 


Tea drinking had become a cere- 
mony in China. There, since the &th 
Century, it had been relegated to the 
realm of the fine arts and was con- 
sidered one of the polite amusements. 
In Japan from the 15th Century on 
it had been ennobled into a religion. 
There had been, it is said, a period 
of internal strife in Japan, and in 
order to exalt the beautiful in the

daily routine of life, the tea ceremony 
was developed. A few guests, usually 
five at a time, were entertained in a 
manner to suggest refined poverty 
and humility. It became a religion 
of aestheticism, “teaism” as it has 
been called. 


In Europe, tea drinking became a 
means of social enjoyment. Tea was 
also considered medicinal, and, pre- 
pared in a variety of ways for almost 
all ailments. 

This “tcha or chaw,” as it was 
called, arrived in England about 1658, 
and ‘was not long in establishing it- 
self in the fashionable world. Fine 
ladies and gentlemen frequented the 
tea gardens which became all the 
vogue much as they do cocktail 
lounges today. Samuel Pepys had his 
first cup of tea in 1660, he notes in 
his diary. Dr. Samuel Johnson was 
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a notable tea-guzzler as he himself 
admits. 

The Oriental ceremony of tea 
drinking, controlled as it was by rigid 
rules, was never popular with west- 
ern peoples. And so, while they 
adopted tea as a drink, they discard- 
ed the rules. It was a fad, and as 
with all fads when they become cus- 
toms, tea drinkers in the Occident 
made their own rules and established 
their own customs. 

First to be discarded, probably, 
were the small tea bowls used by 
Orientals in their ceremonial. Tea 
cups remained small, however, for 
tea was scarce and quite too expen- 
sive to be served in quantity. The 
small tea cups were also without 
handles both on the continent and in 
England, reminiscent of the tea bowl, 
but saucers were added as being 
more convenient. 

In attempting to explain the vogue 
for handleless cups, while cups with 
handles had long been manufactured, 
it has been said by some that the 
handleless ones were made for the 
unfashionable trade, the handles of 
cups being so apt to break, and the

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common people not being able to af- 
ford replacements too often. 

Others discount this theory ana 
point to examples of handleless cups 
and saucers in the very finest ware, 
which must have been used by the 
wealthier class. 


Another explanation might possi- 
bly be found in the practical nature 
of our forefathers. Tea was gradu- 
ally being imported in larger quanti- 
ties, was consequently becoming 
much cheaper, and had become im- 
mensely popular both in England and 
America. Why, then, buy small tea 
cups without handles and large coffee 
cups with handles, when one set 
would be sufficient—the all-service, 
double-purpose tea and coffee cup? 

Tea drinking, you see, was no long- 
er just a fad and a luxury. Tea had 
become a necessity. 


In the collection illustrated are 
shown both the small size, true tea 
cup, and the larger coffee cup. A 
small modern Chinese tea bowl, such 
as is used in Chinese restaurants to- 
day is also shown, and an old tea 
caddy. 

The English cups and saucers of 
this type generally stem from early 
Staffordshire days, although most, 
if not all, of the old English potteries 
made them. They may be found with 
patterns in all the usual colors pro- 
duced by transfer printing—black, 
light blue, dark blue, rose, brown, 
sepia, green and mulberry. They are 
to be found in flow blue, in colorful 
fruit and flower patterns, and also 
in various sprig designs. Some of the 
most attractive ones are of pink 
lustre, or trimmed with bands of the 
lustre. Sunderland lustre ones are 
showy and attractive. Occasionally, 
also, may be found examples in the 
so-called Lowestoft ware. 

Conventionalized castles and tow- 
ers were favorite designs of these 
early potters. Domestic scenery, con- 
tinental views, “landskips,” and the 
popular Chinese motifs are also 
found. On some will be a brown or 
black floral transfer pattern, with 
flowers and leaves colored by hand. 
Most potteries maintained a corps of 
girls to do this coloring. 

Examples may also be found in 
Gaudy Dutch. Plain white ironstone 
china ones are not to be spurned, and 
indeed, are not too often come by 
these days. The tealeaf lustre de- 
sign, enjoying a period of popularity 
just now, also affords examples or 
the handleless cups, as well as of 
those with handles. 

If the saucers of a set-have been 
broken, the cups look like small 
bowls and so their original use may 
not be suspected at first. Indeed, not 
seeming to fit into any known use as 
a set of dishes, these cups are often 
found relegated to the menial job of 
grease cups, or as containers for odd 
things about the kitchen. 

If the saucers alone remain of an 
old set, they may be mistaken for 
sauce dishes as they are generally 
quite deep. We can see here the reas- 
on for the old expression, “a dish of 
tea.” Each saucer should hold just a 
cupful of liquid, it is said. 


And that brings up the subject of 
cup-plates, and one of the odd fash- 
ions of the late 1700’s and early 
1800’s. Cups without handles _be- 
come too hot to hold when steaming 
liquid is poured into them. And so, 
practical as always, our forefathers 
and mothers poured their tea into 
the deep saucers, and placed the cup 
on one of the small cup-plates. In 
this way neither polished table top 
nor fine cloth ‘would be soiled. 


When the tea had cooled sufficiently 
it was sipped daintily from the sauc- 
er, conversation and gossip, too, no 
doubt, proceeding the while along a 
leisurely course. 


One writer refers to this custom 
of drinking from the saucer as “the 
objectionable table manners of the 
period”, and speaks of “the sloppy 
practice of pouring tea and coffee out 
of cups into saucers and drinking it 
therefrom”. 


As time went on we find that 
practice became very unfashionable. 
Housewives shuddered when grand- 
pa poured his coffee into his saucer 
and blew lustily on it. Handleless 
cups were made no more. They were 
definitely “out.” In this as in many 
other things we see our manners and 
customs change as we post blithely 
along from period to period. 


The cup-plates which were the ac- 
cessories to this matter of tea and 
coffee drinking were first made of 
earthenware, matching the dinner 
ware. Later they were made of glass, 
blown and cut, and later still, were 
made of pressed glass. 

Pressed glass cup-plates in scores 
of patterns and many colors were 
made in this country during the early 
1800’s thus attesting to the preval- 
ence of the tea and coffee habit in 
the early days of our own national 
life. If real tea were not available, 
there were many herbs and the leaves 
of various plants that served the pur- 
pose. 

These tiny cup-plates make fascin- 
ating collector’s items in themselves, 
or they may be displayed very effect- 
ively in connection with the handle- 
less cups and saucers. A fitting side- 
line, also, would be coin silver tea- 
spoons in the Fiddle pattern, and an 
early Staffordshire or Limoges tea 
service to go with them all. 


One of the special items illustrated 
here, one which really highlights it, 
is a small cup and saucer sent from 
France by the author’s son after V-E 
Day. It was found in a shop in Lille. 
It is in the popular pineapple pattern, 
with latticed decorations. A dab of 
red enamel is at each intersection of 
the lattice work. Its mark is a 
couple of C’s, back to back, in under- 
glaze blue. According to Crooke’s 
Manuel of Marks this indicates Ni- 
derviller pottery, Custine period, 
1774-1793. Or, it might possibly be 
Ludwigsburg, dating from about the 
same period and having a similar 
mark. At all events, the shop lady 
said it was tres vieux. 

She was very much pleased at this 
GI’s interest in old things, and quite 
excited on finding that he could speak 
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a little French. She knew a little 
English, too, and so they practiced on 
each other. She invited him to tea 
that afternoon in the little room back 
of the shop but other things inter- 
vened and his time was short, so he 
could not accept the invitation. 

Since in these days we often wish 
to emphasize the utilitarian aspect of 
our collections—whether to salve our 
consciences when our own particular 
collection item is an expensive one, 
or because our homes today do not al- 
ways provide display space for too 
many collectibles—it may be said here 
that handleless cups and saucers do 
have a very attractive use. Try serv- 
ing cream soup or boullion at your 
next luncheon, to each guest in a dif- 
ferent patterned cup, and you will 
find you have furnished your guests 
with conversation pieces as well. 

Colley Cibber (1671-1757) well un- 
derstood the potency of tea in his 
day, and its popularity with fops and 
belles. Let us consider his apos- 
trophe to this savory liquid as he 
writes in the play “Lady’s Last 
Stake”: 


“Thou soft, thou sober, sage, and vener- 
able liquid! Thou innocent pretence for 
bringing the wicked of both sexes to- 
gether in the morning! Thou female 
tongue-running, smile-smoothing, heart- 
opening, wink-tipping cordial to whose 
glorious insipidity I owe the happiest 
moments of my life.’’

Sidney Waugh. 

There is a thought provoking in- 
troduction by Sidney Waugh, the 
well-known glass sculptor and au- 
thority on design in the medium of 
glass. The 29 full-page illustrations 
show the best in the creative art of 
modern glass design. Pictured is the 
“Massive Cut Vase,” designed by 
Sidney Waugh. It is now in the col- 
lection of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, New York. There is a full 
page picture also of the “Heavy Bowl 
on Cut Foot,” designed by George 
Thompson, in the collection of the 
Nelson Gallery of Art, Kansas City. 
“The Crystal Fish,” designed by Sid- 
ney Waugh, is pictured from the col- 
lection of the Toledo Museum of Art.

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Notes on a 
Wedgwood Exhibit 


A collection of Wedgwood recently 
brought together by James Sanders 
and exhibited at Rich’s, Inc., Atlanta, 
Ga., included an example of every 
type of Wedgwood, except two, that 
have been produced by artisans of 
the firm. 


E. Overton Jones, representative of 
Josiah Wedgwood who commutes be- 
tween England and the United 
States describes the 18th Cen- 
tury Queensware Soup Tureen as 
the superlative piece in the collection. 
He declares that it is either late 18th 
Century or very early 19th Century, 
and believes it belongs to the year 
1770. He fixes the date because of an 
interesting circumstance that is re- 
sponsible for the decoration on the 
tureen. It was about 1770 when the 
first Josiah Wedgwood, who was 
born in 1730, made a visit to Liver- 
pool and discovered some very inter- 
esting prints designed for bookplates. 
The prints appealed to him as ap- 
propriate decoration for the Queens- 
ware his artisans were making. Ac- 
cordingly, he obtained the prints, and 
the tureen just mentioned is decor- 
ated with what collectors have come 
to call “Early Liverpool” prints. 


Also in the collection are two 
Crocus Pots made with removable 
tops that have openings for the 
shoots to grow through. Of course, 
the top is taken off when the earth 
is put in the pots, and the bulbs are 
placed in the earth. As the shoots 
grow, they come through the circu- 
lar apertures made for the purpose 
in the lid. These Crocus Pots are of 
unglazed Queensware, with a vertical 
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stripe design, colored by hand. In 
fact, the Crocus Pots from start to 
finish are hand made. Today similar 
pieces are made by machine. 

Another outstanding piece of 
this collection is a black basalt tea- 
pot of heroic proportions. Its only 
decoration is a checkerboard band— 
one check is simply the untouched 
black basalt, and the other seems to 
be a uniform series of tiny ridges. 
This ridging was achieved by means 
of an eccentric “chuck”, a precision 
instrument attached to the lathe so 
that the “chuck” was achieved while 
the teapot was being molded. This 
eccentric “chuck” ‘was invented by 
Josiah Wedgwood. 

A Stilton cheese dish, also in hero- 
ic proportions, is one of the show 
pieces in the collection. It is an ex- 
cellent example of Majolica work—a 
type borrowed from the Italians. 
The dish has a Queensware body in 
soft color glaze. The second color, in 
vertical lines, was applied by brush. 
And large though the dish is, the 
proportions are exactly right to ac- 
commodate that favorite cheese of the 
English trencherman—a huge Stil- 
ton, well soaked in port. 

There is an Agateware urn with 
extremely graceful lines and fluted 
lip that has an interesting history. 
There was a period in the Josiah 
Wedgwood history when such items 
were produced in jasperware; but in 
periods of financial depression, not 
many people could afford expensive 
jasperware. Accordingly, Josiah 
Wedgwood produced the urn in agate- 
ware, which is made with the Queens- 
ware base with color applied by brush 
before glazing. It cost just half as 
much. The base of this agateware 
urn is of black basalt. The agate urn 
itself is an imitation of porphyry. 

Two tiny but exquisite pieces in

the collection are fine examples of 
modern Angobe. They are egg cups 
with an unglazed surface outside, and 
glazed inside. Angobe embodies one 
of the oldest processes in ceramics. 
In this process the very cream of all 
the fine clays (e. g. kaolin) is poured 
inside the egg cup, while a less re- 
fined clay forms the outer surface. 
In the finished product, the inside of 
the cup is white and glazed; the out- 
side is dull and the color can vary 
from cream to soft yellow. 


A word about the Wedgwood fam- 
ily which dates back to 1640: the 
first Josiah Wedgwood of record, was 
born in 1730, and the present Wedg- 
woods probably are sixth or seventh 
generations. Biologists regard them 
as a dramatic example of hereditary 


It is said of the first Josiah Wedg- 
wood he would make anything for 
anyone who could give him a good 
reason for so doing. Mr. Jones is in- 
clined to believe that statement. 
When he was serving as a guard at 
Windsor Castle during the first world 
war, it was his custom, in off hours, 
to roam through the famous Windsor 
Castle dairy. There he discovered 
cream settling pans such as he had 
never seen before, and about which 
he had an intense curiosity. Investi- 
gation revealed that Josiah Wedg- 
wood had made those cream settling 
pans more than 100 years before; 
that is, in the early 19th Century. 
They had more than one distinctive 
feature, but the most practical was 
the spout near the bottom. of the pan 
which permitted the milk to be drain- 
ed off after the butter fat had risen 
to the top.

STALEY’S STEIN COLLECTION 


By ROY SINES 


A colorful and historic collection 
of steins, mugs and tankards has 
been collected by Fred Staley of Kal- 
amazoo, Mich. This collection has be- 
come well known and has been dis- 
played at the Kalamazoo Art Mu- 
seum. 

Staley collected the vessels from 
the far corners of the world over the 
last ten years, and now has in his col- 
lection more than 200, the specimens 
ranging from. one tenth ounce to two 
and one fourth gallons. 

Staley’s collection has captured the 
atmosphere of a time when men were 
more friendly, at ease with the world 
and less anxious. 

The specimens are from ale houses, 
private dens, shops and collections 
all over the globe. A search to the far 
corners would turn up few finer col- 
lections than Staley’s. 

It all started innocently enough. 
Back in 1937 Staley bought two steins 
for home decorations. Later he ran 
across another stein. He bought it. 
The hobby bug had bitten. But he 
didn’t mind. 

He has a silver tankard which came 
from England, hallmarked 1706, and 
made by Jobe Hanks, Gutterlane, 
London; a cameo stein was brought 
to him from Tyrol and others pictur- 
ed were made in the Villeroy and 


Boch potteries at Mettlach. 


The collector speaks of such types 
as Meissen, Gres de Flanders, Sgraf- 
fiato, Lithophanes, etc. The latter 
held to the light when the drink is 
gone, reveals pictures in the bottom 
(usually scenes from Faust). How- 
ever there is nothing visible on either 
side of the bottom. Density of the 
pottery produces the effect, an art 
that an apprentice spends years to ob- 
tain. 

A prize specimen is a large much 
decorated stone one with a gladiator 
topping off the cover. The sides de- 
pict the legend of Lohengrin. There 
is also a_ stein-urn with majolica 
handles and blind Justice, the German 
eagle with the imperial coat of arms 
applied over a soft mat side, and the 
coats of arms of former provinces 
of Germany incised in colors around 
the neck. 

Most steins are covered. In Ger- 
many where they were popular, flies 
were plentiful. So in the late fifteen 
hundreds a law was passed to the ef- 
fect that food and drinking vessels 
were to be covered. Consequently, 
from this period onward all German 
steins have had covers which are of- 
ten highly ornamented. 

The following techniques are em-

The materials include pottery, soft 
and hard paste, porcelain, glass, sil- 
ver, pewter, Britannia metal, etc. 


One of the unique features of this 
collection is that it contains so many 
types. Among these are ordinary 
drinking steins, serving vessels, cider 
mugs, children’s mugs, musical 
steins, miniature steins, character 
steins, and, ornamental and decora- 
tive steins. There are also mugs, 
beakers, two and three handled lov- 
ing cups, a tulip and a stiefel (a boot 
shaped stein that will soak your best 
tie of you do not know how to drink 
from it). 


Mr. Staley says his experience has 
taught him that everybody should de- 
velop a hobby in self defence against 
time. When you have reached the age 
of retirement or have to retire for 
other reasons the building and bet- 
tering of a collection helps keep up 
your interest in life. 


Even though the objects of your 
hobby have no intrinsic value, they 
will have a special value to you be- 
cause of the stories behind them, the 
associations, the unexpected ways ac- 
quired and the odd places they are 
found. As an example, Staley has a 
collection of beer signs for about 
250 kinds of beer including enough 
electric signs to light adequately his 
recreation room.

CHARACTER BOTTLES IN DEMAND 


By CLARENCE C. HUBBARD 


The resurgence of interest in old 


bitters bottles, fancy barber bottles, 
proprietaries, perfumes and the con- 
tinued interest in early American 
portrait and historical flasks has 
awakened an interest in “Character 
Bottles’—possibly the most fascinat- 
ing of all bottles cast in the last cen- 
tury. 


These commemorative bottles 
shaped as_ persons, objects and 
things, so to speak, have turned up in 
surprising numbers. But the supply 
is becoming noticeably thinner. 


The dean of all the Characters, the 
“Moses” bottle, of which Van Rensse- 
laer estimated 40,000 were cast, has 
climbed to a new level of admiration 
and price. The reproductions of this 
bottle are numerous, of course, some 
even being used for modern lamp 
bases, but genuine originals fetch an 
immediate interest. 


The Character collector’s favorite, 
the Van Dunck Genever Coachman, 
is becoming a treasure. Charles 
Gardner, of New London, Conn., the 
country’s outstanding collector of 
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early American bottles, uses a pair 
as bookends with Bennington Book 
bottles in between. { recently ac- 
quired a Van Dunck with an applied 
silver plated neck and stopper. Van 
Duncks vary in tones of amber. 

While amber Fish bottles, large 
and small, are commonly ofteied, the 
“Fish Bitters” and the “Dr. Fisch Bit- 
ters,” so marked around the eye, with 
“Ware and Company” on the obverse, 
are diminishing in offering. 

The Plantation Bitters bottle, tall 
log cabin style, remains in big supply. 
An amethyst Plantation is a “find.” 
There is also a beautiful golden am- 
ber Plantation worth acquiring. 

The “Booz bottle” has also been re- 
produced and it is difficult to disting- 
uish the fake from the original. 
Sometimes a period after the word 
“whiskey” is the main point of varia- 
tion. An original Booz bottle will 
bring bids today of from $50 to $80. 

The bust bottles have been largely 
bought up—an occasional Dr. Beecher 
shows up, valued at from $10 to $15, 
and a Dr. Granger for a little less. 
Frosted Grover Clevelands, beautiful 
models, are most desirable Character 
bottles. The large sized busts of Kos- 
suth, the Hungarian patriot, are 
scarce and eagerly sought. Recently, I 
acquired a fascinating Victor Hugo 
bust from Paris. George Washington 
busts—Simon’s Centennial Bitters in 
amber and aqua are still found in the 
markets despite a flood of reproduc- 
tions in all colors. 

The cute early American perfumes 
such as Sandwich slippers and shoes 
are largely in collector’s hands, Mrs. 
Lloyd B. Wilson of Washington, D. 
C., having the largest collection. 
Other desirable numbers are the Boy 
Riding a Velocipede; Cupid and Corn- 
ucopia; Moses in the Bulrushes; the 
amber Cigar; Turtles with a screw 
neck; Lamps; Railroad Lanterns and 
Elephants. The life-sized bunch of 
Grapes in amethyst are beautiful 
cologne bottles and in heavy demand. 

“Crying Babies” are taken by ladies 
as quickly as offered; a most cute 
character depicting a baby indulging 
her face in a lusty cry; Milk glass 
Kiimmel Bears outsell the black or 
dark green ones. Many of these are 
being purchased for interior decorat- 
ing. 

Policemen’s billies bottles in amber 
are turning up in many shops at low 
prices. Pistols in amber, aqua ana 
frosted glass are plentiful. Depres- 
sion shoe bottles, shaped as a worn 
out shoe with the toe sticking out, 
in black glass, and frosted glass, are 
scarce and in demand. 

Of course, South Jersey “sea horse” 
scent bottles hardly ever show up any 
more, especially the striped ones but 


_many of the early scent bottles qual- 


ify for a Character collection. 

In the Character bottle line, French 
wine characters are topping the list 
in desirability. Acrobat Ladies, a 
frosted creation of a lady standing 
on her head, are sold from .$25 to $50. 
The bather on the Rock is a $25 to 
$35 number. Frosted and clear Hands 
holding a flintlock pistol run from 
$20 to $60. The Hand Holding a 
Bottle is another beautiful number. 
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There are Asparagus bottles, Dom- 
ino bottles, a Pope Pius, General 
Boulanger, Joan of Arc, Children 
Climbing a Tree, Circus Horse, Lob- 
ster, Egyptian Sitting on Drum, and 
numerous soldiers. 

The Bitters bottles, now command- 
ing so much attention, frequently 
come in Character—Binninger bar- 
rels, Tippecanoe Tree Trunks, Holt- 
zermann’s cabins, John Bulls, Brown’s 
Indian Queen—a long list. 

Then there is the Apostle bottle, 
the Minister Reading a Book, the ola 
hand blown Pig and Dog Whiskey 
bottles, bottles cast as swords, dag- 
gers, billiard cues, hams, grandfather 
clocks and many “double castings” 
such as the Saint and the Devil, each 
depicted one on each side of a bottle. 

These human interest bottles are 
attracting both dealer and collector 
attention and I can testify from my 
own extensive collection that they are 
truly “statues in glass.”

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A reader writes us about an auction 
sale where the dealers had to stand 
by and see collectors bid prices up 
and get most of the material. It re- 
minds us of a time some years ago 
when a local dealer approached an 
auctioneer and protested against 
having bidders like myself at his 
sales. His idea was that a dealer 
could not make any money if he had 
to bid against collectors. 


Naturally, the auctioneer told him 
that he would soon go out of business 
if he had no one at the sales but deal- 
ers buying at their own prices. The 
auctioneer knew very’ well that the 
dealers ganged on him. One would 
agree to stay off a certain piece if 
the other would agree to offer no 
bids on another piece. 


“Don’t you think the owners of 
these goods are entitled to some- 
thing?” demanded the auctioneer. 
“If the owner is dissatisfied he tells 
others that I gave their stuff away 
and an auctioneer soon loses his re- 
putation in that way.” 

In my case there were never more 
than one or two pieces among hund- 
reds of numbers in the entire sale in 
which I was interested and in nearly 
every case I made it a practice not 
to bid against my advertisers or my 
show exhibitors. In that way I 
passed up some valuable material 
that would have helped our collec- 
tions. But I could not see why I 
should stay away from auction sales 
when I had the, same right to bid as 
anybody else. 

This dealer in question always 
marked his goods up 100% or more 
above cost. For a man of my means 
I realized that I could not accomplish 
much in setting up a museum if I 
had to pay top prices for everything. 
If could not buy a _ reasonable 
amount at first hand I would have 
to give up the project. Yet the idea 
was constructive and beneficial to the 
trade as a whole. It has proven of 
help to all the Chicago dealers. 
Everybody knows that there are 
more collectors now than there used 
to be and most dealers are willing to 
give HOBBIES its share of credit. 

We have heard many large dealers 
say that they cannot get anywhere 
in auction sales, particularly in smal- 
ler places, because their customers 
often know what they pay for it and 
when they see the price it is selling 
for they are often incensed and do a 
lot of talking. The dealer must be in 
a position to buy from original 
sources to make the most out of his 
business. The scouts, pickers and 


runners are busy again and they are

a source of steady supply for dealers 
who are willing to pay fair prices. 
Many dealers get out in the country 
themselves. It is a poor policy for 
dealers to depend on public auction 
sales for stock. They have to expect 
to compete with collectors occasion- 
ally. It is no more than prover that 
he recognize the rights of the auc- 
tioneer and the seller to get a fair 
price.

Dealers complain to us that buyers 
‘who ask for a picture keep the prints 
too long. You can solve that problem 
by asking the inquirer to send 10c or 
15c for the cost of the print and then 
let them keep it as long as they want. 
Sometimes another dealer has a cus- 
tomer for the article and could sell 
it if they had more time. If you have 
a piece that would bring several 
hundred dollars, get some extra 
prints and then you are not inconven- 
ienced if there is delay in getting the 
print back. It is no more than fair 
all around.

Advertisers often think they spend 
a lot of money on postage answering 
inquiries or returning checks. It is 
only right to ask for stamps for re- 
plies. Some dealers have thought 
that we disapproved of this but we 
do not. A dealer is out a great deal 
of time in answering letters. We 
know that because with the present 
wages and overhead expenses, post- 
age, etc., it costs us about 35c to 
write a letter. So if a dealer asks for 
stamps for replies, it is worth it. We 
do not disapprove of it at all. 

What we do disapprove of is deal- 
ers asking 25c or 50c for a list that 
they make a big profit on. We do not 
object to a charge of 10c for a list, 
but no more unless it is a big printed 
auction catalog illustrated with 
worthwhile pictures, etc. and for 
which the auction house would be 
justified in charging 50c since it cost 
that much. A charge keeps down cur- 
iosity seekers who have no intention 
of buying but want to see what others 
are getting for certain articles.

It will be just too bad for the Re- 
publicans if they ball up that labor 
legislation. It seemed to this writer 
that it would be wiser to take Senator 
Morse’s advice for once and take it 
piecemeal. And that is the only point 
on which I ever agreed with the gen- 
tleman from Oregon. If the Presi- 
dent vetoes the final bill we will wind 
up without any relief at all from 
labor abuses. The Republican Con- 
gress cannot afford to disappoint the 
voters who put them in office. Under: 
the circumstances we should get what 
we can. A half loaf is better than 
no bread. There is too much politics 
being played. There is nothing to 
gain by trying to put the President 
in a hole. As little difference as 
there is between the two parties to- 
day, the Republicans must strive to 
hold their own voters and not discour- 
age and embitter them so that they 
stay away from the polls. 
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The drive from Washington for 
lower prices is laudable. Prices on 
many commodities are unnecessarily 
high despite the increased cost. They 
must come down or they will he 
brought down by a buyers’ strike and 
the ensuing depression. 

But it seems entirely out of place 
for the President to scold business 
men for what Washington is responsi- 
ble. Wasn’t it the administration that 
flooded the country with printing 
press money, dishing it out to mil- 
lions of unnecessary job holders and 
non-producers of sundry sorts? Why 
make the business man the goat? Is 
it, after all, that prices are too high 
or the value of the dollar too low? 
Let the government do its share and 
the natural law of economics will 
straighten us out.

The piece is banded with tulipwood and kingwood. The center of the 
upper part has a lunetted pediment inlaid with a fan, small cornice with 
inlaid dentils, and, below, two doors with oval and festooned latticework, 
all carved with husks and painted green; the festoons depend at the top 
from three carved satinwood paterae. The glazing of the wing doors is 
divided laterally with a single bar, carved with husks in the same man- 
ner as those in the centre; below the doors in the upper carcass are four 
shallow drawers. The lower stage has a serpentine centre enclosed by a 
pair of doors with marquetry of vases, fans and wreaths of husks de- 
pending from knotted ribbons; behind the door are four drawers. The 
wings are straight-fronted, each with four drawers, the fronts inlaid with 
marquetry of swags, alternately of drapery and husks; small ring hand- 
les. The legs are tapered with molded feet. The piece is 8 feet, 5 inches 
high and 6 feet, 8 inches wide.

Peace Time Sequel 
to the Famous V-Mail 


Secretary of Commerce, W. Averill 
Harriman, was presented with the 
first American “Air Letter” sheet on 
April 29. 

Ceremonies were held at the Post 
Office Department at 10 o’clock, a.m., 
and Vincent C. Burke, Postmaster, 
Washington, D. C., made the presen- 
tation to the Secretary of Commerce. 

Members of the Diplomatic Corps, 
aviation leaders and industry heads 
attended the ceremonies along with 
top ranking Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps officers. 

In announcing the adoption of the 
Air Letter sheet—anywhere in the 
world, 10 cents—Postmaster General 
Hannegan referred to it as “another 
step toward closer linking between 
the United States and the rest of 
the world. 


“The exchange of American ideas 
through the Air Letter will play a 
vital role in the reshaping of a peace- 
~ world,” the Postmaster General 
said. 

Unlike V Mail, however, the Aii 
Letter sheets will not be photographed 
and have been designed in a uniform 
size to permit 150 letters to the 
pound. 

_ The official first day sale was held 
in Washington, D. C. 

_ The new Air Letter sheet, the peace 
time sequel to the famous V Mail, is 
approximately 12x8% inches un- 
folded, including the flap, and 5% x3%4 
inches folded. 

The Post Office Department has an- 
nounced that no inclosures will be 
permitted in the new Air Letter and 
messages are to be written in the in- 
side of the sheets which, when folded, 
will bear regular air mail markings 
and postage.

Growth of Aircraft 


The Post Office Department an- 
nounced recently that international 
air mail tonnage has increased 77.16% 
since the reduced rate structures went 
into effect November 1, 1946. 

Acting Second Assistant Postmas- 
ter General John J. Gillen, Director 
of American Mail Transportation, 
said in today’s report that air mail 
tonnage to Europe during the past 
six months had risen 60.18%. 

Air mail tonnage to Africa, Mr. 


Gillen said, has climbed to 66.82% 
since rates have been slashed to a 
maximum of 25 cents per half ounce 


from the old schedule that called for 


70 cents per half ounce. 


The greatest increase, Mr. Gillen 
said, was shown in air mail dispatch 
to the Near East and Asia, which 
soared to 198.18%. 

South American air mail figures, 
Acting Second Assistant Postmaster 
General Gillen said, have increased 
67.58% for the period since Novem- 
ber 1. 

With the American Post Office De- 
partment taking the lead in stimulat- 
ing foreign air mail service, the new- 
est step toward increased air mail 
service was made on April 29, 1947, 
with the introduction of the Air Let- 
ter—ten cents to anywhere in the 
world.

IT SEEMS TO ME 


By FRANK L. COES 


Question 


There seems to be much misunder- 
standing about the doings of the 
Vichy Government and the French 
issues, and it is not helped any by 
the pronouncement “we do not recog- 
nize” this or that issue. Such are 
listed abroad; they even produce used 
copies and covers, and some go fur- 
ther and state flatly that the issues 
were sold at this or that postal sta- 
tion, even in the face of control by 
the opposition. 

The question is broad, but on the 
face of it, if the stamps were printed 
by even transitory authority and were 
used anywhere, it is evidence of use, 
and just why should not the collector 
know all about the issued items. Why 
should the catalog not print the de- 
sign, the facts, the known data and 
let the possibly “lucky” collector de- 
cide as to the cover or stamp being 
“collectible”? 

That sort of know it all started 
way back when the Philippines “O.B.” 
hand stamps began to show. And 
many of us oldsters can produce 
“O.B.” under the canceller, over the 
canceller, beside it and even out on 
the cover, and all postally used and 
postally proper. Some may have been 
“finagled” by some smart top ser- 
geant, or post clerk, likely were. That 
happens now, too, and quite often, 
but what business is it of the catalog 
to condemn factual usage, on the 
basis of admitting its being passed, 
used and delivered? 

Somewhere a while back a stamp 
paper carried an article headed “Air- 
ing the Air Mail.” In it he gave 
eight recommendations as to catalog 
improvement. No. 8 read: “Abandon 
the dictatorial phrase. Not issued 
primarily for Postal purposes.” He 
could have gone further obviously. 
Why not add “Designs and use deter- 
mine postal service and we list to 
complete record.” And the record is 
the collectors need, not the stuffy 
paper and space saving method that 
leaves him up in the air with nothing 
but a “tentative listing” inaccurate 
and incomplete. 

The collecting public has been deli- 
berately side tracked many times by 
this method of listing. The issues 
that cost, and lost us money are the 
S.C.A.D.A. issues of the “non-govern- 
ment” lines to South America. But 
German collectors made a harvest.

Topicals 

A lady says: “What good are top- 
icals and why?” Well, maybe, this 
will answer. In a small town in Iowa 
was a little polio victim. An eastern 
relative, wife of a clergyman, decided 
she could help his illness some. So 
she and others went to work and the 
book had a nice title page and was 
loose leaf and the accompanying 
stamps, sorted for a topic, were sent. 
As luck would have it, the little chap 
caught his crutch and broke his good 
arm, and the book and doings arrived 
almost on the same day and went to 
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his cot in the hospital. Not only was 
he amused, helped, and _ probably 
taught, but the others in the ward 
were also. His mother was thankful, 
and he very much aided. Later his 


father, who was before a collector 
but still interested, approved and 
helped. 


Now that is one way a topical can 
help, but the other ways are so num- 
erous that they would make many 
similar tales. When you think that 
such collecting is easy for the ill— 
because the heavy catalog is not 
needed and because it gives self setec- 
tive scope for arrangement, stuay, 
query, dreams, maybe, it is applicable 
to places where no other easement is 
usable. 


If it continue after health is re- 
gained, then the catalog and the 
other things follow naturally, and if 
after that some series or item tempts 
the owner into country collecting, 
that too is easier, more natural and 
probably the topical basis is better 
than just “buying some stamps” and 
trying to be a collector all alone. 
Think it over.

Pulitzer 


The Pulitzer is still] not in many 
post offices in the east. (This is writ- 
ten May 5th). And the reason again 
is politics plus the silly habit of the 
P. O. D. head office to mail new issues 
“alphabetically” to post offices, or at 
least to offices of the First and Sec- 
ond Class—maybe others. 


That is pretty poor shipping. A 
method which has in the past boasted 
as being “supremely efficient and the 
fitting exponent of the biggest busi- 
ness in the world” .. . even taking 
time out to tell of a two car express 
shipment to New York City on 12 
hour notice . . . surely should be able 
to prepare and ship to first class of- 
fices (politics being disregarded) any, 
or all, issues on the day of issue. 


The P. O. D. by such methods, de- 
prives many business houses of a 
chance to get some interest in their 
mail from prospective and other 
clients. 


If a new issue has any advertising 
value, the whole business world should 
start off at the same hour and day, 
getting such benefit as there is. And 
we are told there is plenty. 

Today, (date above) Worcester re- 
ceives from Berkeley, Calif., a Pulit- 
zer used as postage. And Worcester 
still has none. 

That is likely the result of the dif- 
ference between “B” and “W.” 

But surely the shipping end at 
Washington does its work in a man- 
ner that is at least properly called 
“leisurely.”

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Boy Buys Rare Stamp Errors 


Captain J. J. Day, M.B.E., of Gi- 
braltar and Ashford, Kent, who has 
instructed H. R. Harmer’s, auction- 
eers to sell his valuable collection of 
Gibraltar, recalls the interesting story 
surrounding his piece de resistence— 
a pair, unfortunately a little creased, 
of the ten contimos carmine stamps 
which were issued in November, 1889, 
with the value omitted. This was 
printed as a separate operation and 
60 stamps comprising half a sheet 
missed the second printing. 

A boy namea Boiton was sent to 
buy five 10 centimos (one penny) 
stamps from the Gibraltar Post Of- 
fice early one morning. His employer 
quickly noted the error and sent Bol- 
ton back to buy some more. By this 
time, however, the officials had also 
discovered it and Bolton returned 
empty handed. His employer gave 
him one of the stamps which is be- 
lieved to have been acquired by Lady 
White, the wife of the then Governor- 
General. 

Some lucky holders of the errors 
sold to collectors at around £1 each. 
As they changed hands their value 
quickly mounted to £5. 

W. Thornton, a lotal philatelist, 
secured a pair for £2. After his 
death his widow informed Captain 
Day that he was to receive one of the 
stamps. Captain Day immediately 
offered to buy the second stamp at 
market value since it would have been 
a pity to divide the pair. The Thorn- 
ton family, however, insisted on him 
having both.

£280 at H. R. Harmer’s, England.

Boom in Indonesia 

An Associated Press release from 
Bavaria, Java, says that stamp busi- 
ness is booming in the Republic of 
Indonesia and that big shipments are 
going to dealers in Asia, America 
and Europe. 

It is pointed out that overprinted 
Japanese occupation stamps were 
first issued October 17, 1945, almost 
exactly two months after the repub- 
lic was proclaimed. 

The republic began printing its 
own stamps with the July 29, 1946, 
issue. 

Two more issues came out on the 
first anniversary of the republic. 
Designs included one commemorat- 
ing the Indoriesians’ battle with 
British Indian troops at Soerabaja 
last November and another showing 
a British Bofors captured by the 
Japanese in 1942, and now used by 
the Republican army. 

Stamps are printed in the Indone- 
sian (Malay) language.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


By FRANK C. ROSS 


No Apologies Necessary 
For Our Early Coins 


Do not apologize for the plain de- 
signs on our early coins. Designs 
usually typify or symbolize some- 
thing connected with the country of 
issue. On our early coins the portrait 
of the woman typifies Liberty, and 
the image of the eagle typifies 
Strength, and the two together sym- 
bolize the birth of our nation, the 
cradle of world democracy. The un- 
embellished eagle is emblematical of 
our home-spun fighting fore-fathers, 
the plain, unadorned head of Liberty 
that of our dauntless, home-building 
fore-mothers. The soldiers of the Re- 
volution were not Dandies of the 
Home guards, they were Valley-For- 
gers of the front line; the mothers of 
the Revolution were not dolled-up 
glamorites, they were sun-bonneted 
home-fire keepers. And that is just 
what the plain designs on our early 
coins depict, that is what they typify, 
that is what they symbolize, the U. S. 
In The Making. The portrait of Miss 
Liberty on the early coins pictures 
her just as she was, a brave, dauntless 
woman, the Spirit of Pioneer Wom- 
anhood. Whistler’s Mother is the 
plainest and most unadorned of pic- 
tures, yet the mast beautiful one ever 
issued from the brush of a painter, 
because it symbolizes the most beau- 
tiful woman that ever lived, Our 
Mother. And so it is with Miss Liber- 
ty on our early coins, she symbolizes 
the Mother of American (and the 
World’s) Democracy. And the Eagle 
on the coins symbolizes The Spirit of

CLEANLINESS 


The question “to clean or not to 
clean? we always have with us, 
especially among new collectors. 
Many a fine conditioned coin has been 
rendered only good-conditioned by 
too many “Saturday nights”. This is 





most notable among the old copper 
coins, for they are harder to clean and 
consequently get more rubbing. In 
answer to the many inquiries about 
cleaning coins, specially copper and 
brass ones, this timely article from 
the Kansas City Star is a good an- 
swer. It explains the “whys and 
wherefores” of the cleaning of brass 
and copper articles. Improper clean- 
ing of coins may brighten their looks, 
but it lessens their value. 


Quote. Clean copper gently. Brass 
also deserves the right treatment. 
The dark tarnish on copper and brass 
is copper oxide, formed by the action 
of oxygen in the air acting on the 
metal surface. Although bright shin- 
ing copper looks more attractive 
than dark copper, the tarnish actu- 
ally protects the metal, so says the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
specialists of household equipment. 
Once tarnish covers the surface, it 
prevents further oxidation. Each 
time it is removed, a thin film of the 
copper goes with it. Unless a laquer 
is applied, the tarnish soon forms 
again. A common fast method of 
shining copper or brass is to rub with 
hot vinegar or lemon juice and salt. 
The acid dissolves the tarnish, and 
the salt acts as a scoring agent. But 
the acid and salt must be promptly 
and thoroughly removed by washing, 
rinsing and drying. If traces are left, 
the copper may soon look worse than 
before cleaning and may suffer dam- 
aging chemical action. Salt left on 
copper forms greenish copper chlor- 
ide, which in time will leave rough 
places on the metal. The acid may 
also eat into the metal, and roughen 
it. A slower but often safer method 
of shining copper or brass is to pol- 
ish with whiting powder. Copper is 
a soft metal and easily scratchea 
with any rough scouring powder or 
steel wool.

Mint Profits. Freling Foster in Col- 
liers says:—The face value of U. S. 
coins today is from three to eight 
times as much as the cost of their 
bullion. Only $1.20 worth of metal 
is required for minting $10 in pen- 
nies; $2.37 for $50 in nickels; $33.86 
for $100 in dimes; $84.63 for $250 in 
quarters and $169.28 for $500 in 
halves. 





Every Day Is Saturday at the 
Mints. Workers have to take daily 
baths instead of Saturday-nighters. 
Before leaving from work employees 
are required to take a bath; the mint 
catches all this bath water and saves 
the valuable minerals that have ad- 
hered through the day to the work 
men’s skin and hair. Also at inter- 
vals the workmen’s clothes are burn- 
ed and the mineral dust sifted from 
the ashes. It even takes the gold and 
silver particles out of the dust and 
smoke. So Arthur Edson (AP) tells 
us.

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Finger Prints on the 
Coins of Time 

Footprints left on the sands of 
time have enabled researchers to re- 
produce the fauna and flora of pre- 
historic ages; the tell-tales found in 
caves have furnished us with a story 
of the evolution of man; the history 
of otherwise forgotten nations have 
been reconstructed from their coins. 
Like those times, these times shall 
pass away, and although all book his- 
tory be destroyed by some atomic- 
catastrophe, future historians ‘will be 
able to jig-saw into proper position 
and chronological order the man, flora 
and fauna of the present eras from 
our coins and medals. If people only 
realized how much history is ‘written 
on our coins and medals they would 
tke numismatics more seriously, for 
in ages to come the finger-prints on 
tlie coins of time will do for the far- 
distant generations what the foot- 
prints on the sands of time have done 
for us. 

If one takes the time to examine 
and study the monies and medals he 
will find on them the physical type of 
the inhabitants of the different na- 
tions, their mode of apparel and hair- 
dos, the animals wild and domestic- 
ated, fowls wild and tame, plant life 
wild and cultivated. And too, more 
fully on medals, will he find the pur- 
suits of the people in every line of in- 
dustry, their athletic and playful pas- 
times and amusements, the style of 
architecture, modes of transportation 
and communication, and many other 
things that enter into our lives. 

Take your numismatics seriously, 
for, to paraphrase Longfellow, 

Life in former times reminds us 

We can make our lives sublime, 


And departing, leave behind us 
Finger-prints on the coins of time.

Posterity-ians 


To him who would perpetuate his 

name, I would enjoin 

That he have it emblazoned on a 
medal or a coin. 

The Indian-Buffalo nickel is prob- 
bly America’s most unique coin. The 
purpose of the designs was to per- 
petuate for the ages the likeness of 
America’s aboriginal inhabitant, the 
Indian, and his most useful animal, 
the Buffalo. But with unintentioned 
aforethought the designer of the coin 
also commemoratized and immortal- 
ized the world famous electrical wiz- 
ard, a deformed dwarf, Charles P. 
Steinmetz. That “the Lord protects a 
cripple” is proven in this instance, as 
it seems He stepped in and, perpetu- 
ated the crippled Steinmetz’s place 
in history by surreptitiously placing 
his likeness on the Buffalo nickel. 
If the thumb is placed over all but 
the head and shoulders of the buffalo, 
the uncovered portion will be a per- 
fect likeness of the hunch-backed 
Steinmetz. 

The long-eared, braying synonym of 
stupidity and stubbornness, the Jack- 
ass, is saved from posterity’s obliv- 
ion by appearing surreptitiously on 
the beautifully engraved Daniel Web- 
ster $10 paper bill of 1880. At the 
bottom of the note is a perfectly en- 


graved eagle, as natural as life. But, 
turned upside down, the eagle be- 
comes a donkey head, and so perfect 
is it, it is hard to credit it to an acci- 
dent; so perfect in fact that one can 
believe that the donkey’s Guardian 
Angel took this method of posterity- 
ing man’s favorite beast of burden.

Martha’s Half-Disme 

A legend is a fact poetized. Try- 
ing to kill a legend makes it all the 
more long-lived. You may debunk a 
cold-blooded fact, but you can’t de- 
bunk a warm-hearted legend. Le- 
gends are to our mental faculties 
what Sundays are to our physical 
bodies —rest restorers. Folks with- 
out legends are like folks without 
Sunday clothes. The romance of 
money has its many legends, and, 
like the legends of man, some date 
back many centuries. America’s fav- 
orite monetary legend is that of the 
Martha Washington’s 1792 half- 
disme. In spite of the cold-blooded de- 
bunkers, the warm-hearted legend 
still persists, and with ever-increasing 
persistonce. The dissenters claim the 
portrait on the 1792 half-disme is not 
that of Martha Washington, and the 
assenters claim it is. The dissenters 
tell the assenters to “produce the 
evidence”. Many a criminal has been 
adjudged guilty on circumstantial 
evidence, and the circumstantial evi- 
dence of the portrait being that of 
Martha is circumstantially proved be- 
yond a reasonable doubt, claim the 
legenders. 

Let’s circumstantialize it:— The 
government mint was established in 
April 1792, and the first coins struck 
in March 1793. The mint was Wash- 
ington’s pet hobby, and he was im- 
patient to see coins rolling from the 
presses. So impatient was he that in 
1792 he cut the red tape and request- 
ed the mint to strike for his private 
use some half-dismes to distribute 
among his personal friends as souve- 
nirs. The minting of these pre-dated 
pieces being “off the record”, Wash- 
ington furnished the metal from his 
own silver-plate for the purpose. 
What is more natural than that the 
artist chosen by Washington to furn- 
ish the design returned the compli- 
ment of his assignment by placing 
Martha Washington’s portrait on it. 
And what is more natural than that 
Washington fearing he would be ac- 
cused of using the government mint 
for family exaltation, thumbed-down 
the idea. And what is more natural 
than the artist still wishing to im- 
mortalize America’s first Lady, in- 
stead of choosing a new head, re- 
touched that of Martha so as to make 
it less recognizable. One cannot look 
at the portrait of the matronly wom- 
an on the coin without being reminded 
of the Mother of our country. Martha 
Washington was a woman of rare 
qualities, a fine home-builder, a de- 
voted mother, an ideal wife, a fitting 
symbol of American womanhood, and 
we may well be proud of our first 
commemorative coin, the Martha 
Washington half-disme. 

The 1792 half-disme has distinctive 
features, enough to make it a type 
all to itself. It was born two years 
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ahead of time, as no other half-dime 
was struck for regular circulation 
until 1794; “dime” is spelled “disme”; 
the eagle is different from any on 
our other coins; it has no stars; and 
although the coin is very small, the 
denomination Half Disme is in large 
bold letters. The coin is quite rare, 
and in fine condition brings around 
$100.

World’s Most 


Talked of Coins 

The Bible furnishes us with two of 
the most talked of coins, and both sil- 
ver pieces. They are famous not be- 
cause of their denomination or value 
of the pieces, nor of the Mint or the 
country of issue, nor of age or con- 
dition, but because of the story be- 
hind them. Biblical coins furnish an 
interesting chapter in the romance of 
money. A paragraph from a paper 
read before the New Zealand Numis- 
matic Society speaks of two famous 
Bible coins. Quote:— “The most 
famous saying in history in relation 
to a coin is undoubtedly Christ’s 
‘Render unto Caesar the things that 
are Caesar’s.”’ To the Pharisees 
who tempted Him. He had _ said 
“Shew Me a penny. Whose image 
and superinscription hath it?” They 
answered and said “Caesar’s.” A 
“penny” it says, but Mgr. Knox’s new 
translation says a “silver coin”, for 
indeed this tribute money was a lit- 
tle silver denarius (rather smaller 
than a shilling) of the Roman Emper- 
or Tiberius. It is not one of the 
scarce coins, but is soon sold. 

The “thirty pieces of silver” for 
which Judas betrayed his Master are 
supposed to have been the ten-drach- 
ma pieces of Antioch. I have often 
thought how impressive thirty speci- 
mens of this coin would be if arrang- 
ed in a case with interior lighting let 
into the ‘wall of a cathedral.” 

He spoke of two famous coins; we 
really should make it a trio by in- 
cluding the Widow’s Mite which has 
so long been a symbol, a coin of very 
small value, but of great fame.

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- RECOLLECTIONS OF AN OLD COLLECTOR

Interesting Facts About 
Small U.S. Cents 


It turns out that by reason of our 
dollar becoming deflated that some 
catalog values are too low. Therefore 
collectors are apt to underestimate 
appreciably the value of small cents. 
Do not forget that new collectors are 
coming constantly into the field. 

Small cents, according to the lists, 
are rare when new—the Indian head 
kind at $1 to $50 apiece, with none 
under a dollar. So all bets seem off 
on their present valuation. There is 
also a big and moving field in Lin- 
coln cents and mint marks between 
1909 and 1928, even in such as 1922 D 
and 1931 S. Here is another crowded 
field. 

Going back to Indian head cents, 
any date between 1857 and 1900 is 
really very scarce in new condition. 
The top limit in prices is not reached. 
The 1885, if proof, is today a ten dol- 
lar coin. Many Indian head proofs 
after 1878 are now five dollar coins 
like 1891 and 1894. The dealers have 
all upped these two dates. Remember 
also that any proof Indian head cent 
is about 100 times more scarce than 
an uncirculated cent. While the only 
really common old date Lincoln cent 
is the 1909 with VDB. The VDB S has 
soared in uncireulated condition, to 
$15 to $20, and it will go higher. 
There are many mint marked Lincoln 
cents of earlier dates with $2.50 to 
$7.50, each, if uncirculated. The 
market is bullish on small cents, and 
it has been for a long time. Today in 
many cases the supply is less than the 
demand. In cents the present is a 
buyer’s and not a seller’s market. 
Small cents, particularly proofs are 
dirt cheap today, to my way of think- 
ing.

Large Cents 


It is reported by dealers that ap- 
parently some ignorance is _ being 
shown by collectors in their expec- 
tation of preservation of large cents. 
A dealer advertises a poor but gen- 
uine 1799 for $8.50. Evidently the 
buyer expected a good, or $35 coin. 
Another returns a very fine 1808 
cent at $8, expecting evidently one 
uncirculated. Others expect far bet- 
ter coins than the prices justify. 
Large cents all have the habit of mul- 
tiplying fast in value as perfection is 
approached. An 1823 in good condi- 
tion is a $4 coin. In fine condition it 
is $15. Uncirculated it is $200. Col- 
lectors should learn—a very fine 1808 
cent sells from $8.50 to $12.50, while 
one uncirculated is $50. It is the 
same in connection :with dates like 
1802 and 1803. As they get near un- 
circulated condition, the price jumps 
but often collectors do not understand 
this situation, or make allowances 
for it. They keep on returning lots 
because they are not perfect. Hines 
paid $109 for his 1809 cent. The coin 


sells in good condition from four to 
six dollars; fine at $20; very fine at 
$35 or $40. To buy intelligently, col- 
lectors must learn about values of 
cents in the various conditions and 
not allow their expectations to mis- 
lead them. Otherwise they never will 
obtain rare cents in the condition they 
want. Even an _ uncirculated cent 
may not answer such requirements. 
It may not be red enough to please 
them. Well two dates of cents are 
unknown in bright red. It is on such 
points that collectors should brush up 
on their knowledge.

The Cheapest Old Gold Coins 
of The United States 


There are groups of $2.50 and $5 
gold coins of the U. S. still to be had 
for very moderate prices. These in- 
clude the $5’s between 1834 and 1838, 
the new type. The dates 1839 and 
1840 are scarce and cost more. The 
former still remain at about $20 per 
coin. The $2.50 piece, the 1834 to 
1835 type, is cheap at $10 to $12 
apiece for fine specimens. The un- 
circulated come to about $15, each. 
There are still good pick-ups to be 
had in the above coins. Collectors 
should not miss chances to pick up 
the beautiful old coins, now over 100 
years old, at the above prices. They 
are good, not too common, and. will 
always be good to have.

4 Notable Early Cent Sale 


Several collectors who attended the 
Peter Mougey sale, which I held in 
New York in 1910, will recall some 
of the gems in that sale. This sale 
included one of the finest collections 
of large cents. Old timers will recall 
the superb red and uncirculated 1793 
Liberty cap’ cent, bright red. It sold 
for only $340 at that sale. Later it 
sold for nearly double the price. 
There were fine gems of 1794, 1795, 
1796 and later dates and fine proofs 
of same dates in the Twenties and 
Thirties. Those coins sold for what 
were then considered big prices. The 
uncirculated 1809 cent sold for $109 
to H. C. Hines, a world’s record at 
that time. 


Noted collectors were in attendance, 
including Carl Wurtzbach, Hines, and 
the two Chapmans. Woodin owned 
the collection. He also owned the col- 
lection which I sold under his name 
in 1911. Both were superb collections. 


The first sold for about $20,000, the ° 


other for about $17,000. Many of the 
coins have sold since for higher prices. 
Mr. Woodin became Secretary of the 
Treasury later.

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THE ORMOND MONEY OF IRELAND 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


In May, 1648, King Charles I, then 
at Oxford, wrote to the Lords Justices 
of Ireland, authorizing the coining of 
money from plate to meet the neces- 
sities of the government of the king 
who was then at war with the Eng- 
lish Parliament. James, Marquis 
(Earl) of Ormond, was then Lord- 
Lieutenant of Ireland and he issued 
a proclamation making these emer- 
gency coins current. These coins be- 


- came known as Ormond money. The 


designs for these coins are all of a 
type. The obverse has “CR” crowned, 
the date 1643, and the reverse V S 
for five shillings; II VI D for two 
shillings six pence; XII D for shill- 
ing; VI D for six pence; IIII D for 
four pence; III D for three pence; 
and II D for two pence. 


The rebel or parliamentary forces 
at Dublin issued siege money in 1643 
of the value of five shillings. This 
piece had a large cross pattee in the 
center of the obverse while the re- 
verse indicated the value “V S.” Later 
in the war after the death of Charles 
I, Ormond struck necessity coins at 
Dublin in the value of crowns and 
half crowns. ILhese bear on the ob- 
verse a large crown in the center and 
the value on the reverse. The im- 
pression of the legend on both de- 
nominations is poor, in all specimens 
we have seen, but from the letters 
deciphered it is intended for the Latin 
equivalent of “Charles II by the 
Grace of God of Great Britain 
France, and Ireland, King.” 


James Butler, Duke of Ormond, was 
the first of the ancient Anglo-Irish 
family on whom the ducal] title was 
conferred. The family was of illus- 
trious antiquity. Génealogical leg- 
end carried it back to the dukes of 
Normandy before the Conquest, and 
it is certain that at the dawn of the 
18th century, it held the hereditary 
office of royal cup-bearer or “butier,” 
whence the family name.’ James, the 
first duke of Ormond, was born in 
London in 1610. His father, the son 
of the celebrated Walter, Earl of Or- 
mond, was drowned in crossing the 
English Channel. The old earl hav- 
ing incurred the displeasure of the 
king, James I, was thrown into pri- 
son. James, as Viseount Thurles, be- 
ing heir to the title, was seized as a 
royal ward, and placed under the 
guardianship of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. On the restoration of 
his grandfather to liberty, he was 
also released; and in his twentieth 
year married his cousin, Lady Eliza- 
beth Preston, and in 1632, upon his 
grandfather’s death, became Earl of 
Ormond. During the Strafford ad- 
ministration in Ireland, Ormond dis- 
tinguished himself so much, that on 
Strafford’s recall he recommended Or- 
mond to the king; and in the rebellion 
of 1641, Ormond was appointed to the 
chief command of the army. During 
the troubled times-which followed, he 
conducted himself with undoubted 
ability, although, as a necessary con- 
sequence of the numberless divisions 


and subdivisions of party which then 
prevailed in Ireland, he failed to sat- 
— any one of the conflicting fac- 
ions. 


In 1648, he concluded an armistice 
and his policy was loudly condemned 
by both the enemies and friends of 
the royalist party in England. Dur- 
ing the long contest between Charles 
I and Parliament, Ormond continued 
to uphold the royal interest in his 
Irish government: and when the last 
crisis of the king’s fortunes came, he 
resigned his Irish command, and re- 
tired to France, from which country 
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he again returned to Ireland with the 
all but desperate design of restoring 
the royal authority, and after a gal- 
lant but unequal struggle, was com- 
led, in 1650, to return once more to 
rance. 

His services to the royal cause con- 
tinued unremitting during his «xile; 
and at the restoration of Charles II, 
he was rewarded with the ducal title 
of Ormond. His after life was less 
eventful, although he was twice lord- 
lieutenant for Ireland. It was in 
1679 that the well-known attempt was 
made by the notorious Colonel Blood 
upon the life of Ormond. As he was 
returning from a civic festival, he 
was attacked by Blood and a party 
of ruffians, and was dragged from his 
coach with the intention of hanging 
him on Tyburn. The attempt drew

additional interest from its being 
commonly supposed to have been in- 
stigated by the profligate Duke of 
Buckingham, Ormond’s inveterate foe. 
However, Ormond escaped uninjured 
and lived until the year 1688. His let- 
ters and other papers are full of deep 
historical interest. 


The adventures of the notorious Col- 
onel Thomas Blood, form one of the 
most curious and entertaining chap- 
ters in the strange history of the 
period in which he lived. In 1663, the 
Act of settlement in Ireland, and the 
consequent proceedings, having ser- 
iously affected his fortunes, he from 
that time nursed a great hatred for 
the Duke of Ormond whom he con- 
sidered as the originator of the meas- 
ures from which he suffered. He 
planned to seize the Castle of Dublin 
while Ormond was Lord-lieutenant in 
Ireland but the plot was discovered. 
Blood escaped and lived to make a 
more desperate attempt upon his en- 
emy. By some it is believed that Blood 
intended to kidnap the duke and hold 
him for ransom while others say he 
intended to hang him like a common 
felon on Tyburn Hill. In Carte’s ac- 
count we find the following: “Noth- 
ing could have saved his Grace’s life 
but that extravagant imagination and 
passion of the villain, who, leaving 
the Duke, mounted and buckled, to 
one of his comrades, rode on before, 
and (as is said) actually tied a rope 
to the gallows, and then rode back 
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to see what waS become of his accom- 
plices, whom he met riding off in a 
great hurry. The horseman to whom 
the Duke was tied was a person of 
great strength; but being embarrass- 
ed by the Duke’s struggling, could not 
advance as fast as he desired. He 
had, however, got a good way beyond 
Berkeley (now Devonshire) House, 
towards Knightsbridge, when the 
Duke, having got his foot under the 
man’s, unhorsed him, and they both 
fell down together in the mud, where 
they were struggling when the porter 
and Mr. Clarke came up.” Blood later 
was captured while stealing the 
Crown of England from the Tower of 
London, and at that time confessed 
to his part in the Ormond affair and 
of an attempt on the life of the king. 
The king admired his audacity and 
not only pardoned him but gave him 
a grant in land of 500 pounds a year 
in Ireland.

OLD UNITED STATES MINT, ESPLAN- 
ADE AND DECATUR STREETS. The his- 
tory of the old mint building standing 
at the corner of Esplanade and Deca- 

tur Streets is one of drama and color. 
The three story structure, erected in 
1836 at a cost of $182,000, is con- 
structed of river mud brick, stuccoed 
and trimmed with granite. Designed 
in the Classical revival style it has 
an Ionic portico facing Esplanade 
Avenue. The main vaulting is sup- 
ported on piers without Longe | tied into 
the walls, thus eliminating the danger 
of settlement to the exterior. The 
walls, offset both inside and outside, 
range in thickness from three feet on 
the ground floor to eighteen inches on 
the upper story. The 20-gauge gal- 
vanized iron roofing, laid in 1856, is 
still in good condition. Changes were 
made in 1931 in converting the build- 
ing into a prison; large dormitories 
and two cell blocks were added to the 
rear end of the wings; the pictur- 
esque old smoke-stack was removed; 
and the two rear courts were enclosed 
by high walls. 


It was on this site that Andrew 
Jackson reviewed his troops before 
the battle of New Orleans. Soon after 
the appointment of officers in 1837, 
the mint began to turn out its first 
coined money. Gold or silver was pur- 
chased from any persons bringing the 
precious metal to the mint, and the 
customer received in’ American coins 
the full amount without deduction or 
expense, the United States govern- 
ment bearing the expense of coinage.

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with the old mint should receive men- 
tion; the fancy dress ball of 1850 and 
the hanging of William Mumford in 
1862. The fancy dress ball, the first 
and only social event to take place 
within a Y United States mint building, 
was given by the superintendent, 
whose name was Kennedy, to celebrate 
the debut of his daughter Rose. The 
ball was a brilliant affair with most 
of the socially prominent people of the 
city in attendance. 


The hanging cf William Mumford 
was one of the highlights of the Civil 
War in New Orleans.. When the City 
had surrendered before Admiral Far- 
ragut’s fleet, and the U. S. flag had 
been hoisted over the mint building, 
Mumford, in company with three com- 
panions, seized the flag and dragged it 
through the mud of the streets. Two 
months afterwards, despite the inter- 
cession of influential people, Mumford 
was hanged from a gibbet projecting 


from the peristyle of the mint, erected 


just below the flagstaff. 


The mint operated continuously 
from 1838 to 1862, when New Orleans 
was captured during the Civil War. 
For the next few years it remained 
inactive, beginning operations again 
in 1879, and continuing until 1910, 


when coinage was concentrated at’ 


Philadelphia by government orders. 
Again the mint building, except for 
the assayer’s offices, was unoccupied 
for several years. From 1927 to 1930 
the , building was used by the Veter- 
ans’ Bureau, and the following year 
the work of converting the building 
into a Federal prison was begun with 
Diboll and Owen as architects.

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SPEAKING OF EAR PLUGS 


By ALLEN BROWN 


From Alaska to the southern tip of 
South America ear plug ornamenta- 
tion seems to have been used widely. 
In Alaska both lip and ear plugs are 
found, made of many materials. Ih 
prehistoric mounds in the United 
States many types of plugs have been 
uncovered. Possibly the most highly 
prized ones are those from Hopewell 
mounds in Ross County, Ohio. In 
this culture lamination plating was 
in progress, prehistorically. 

In prehistoric Mexico a greater pro- 
fusion of plugs were used, for lips, 
ears, noses, made of metals, jade, 
jadeite and many of softer stones. 
The finest were made of obsidian. On 
through Central America into South 
America, where in the district now 
Peru, the Incan culture reached 
another peak of perfection, many 
tribes wore very finely worked metal 
earrings and nose ornaments, using 
gold, silver, copper and alloy metals. 
Here also plating and fusion was de- 
veloped, and was distributed over a 
wide area with neighboring tribes. 

In the accompanying illustration 
Modern Brazil Indians are shown 
who still use such ornamentation. In 
the left view is shown two Maccas, 
one of which has a large lip plug and 
strange to say the other is cutting 
the hair of the lip plugged one with 
a pair of modern trade scissors. 
Above in the illustration are shown 


a mother and child and below a very 
handsome fellow tribesman of the 
Botoendos. 

In Brazil, even today, only the 
chief clan may wear this ornament, 
the lip plug. Clan or class distinction, 
was carried to extremes in Mexico, 
where there were several degrees of 
royalty above the slave. Quite likely, 
this characteristic of class distinction 
was practiced in the U. S. also, be- 
cause of the fact such relics are usu- 
ally only found in or on burials that 
would seem to be of the “King” class.

Mummy Caves in 


Aleutian Islands 


The Aleutian Islands, much in the 
news during the last war, are inter- 
esting from an archaeological stand- 
point, too. A few years ago the 
Smithsonian sent out an expedition 
to this desolate section and their 
findings were interesting. Dr. Alex 
Hrdlicka, noted anthropologist, who 
had charge of the expedition stated: 

“Our expeditions in the Aleutian 
Islands have located and explored a 
series of mummies in burial caves, 
which yielded a large number of 
mummies.” 

“The mummies and burials includ- 
ed both sexes and all ages; but there 





Ear plugs of modern tribes, 
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been suspended, but laid one upon 


the other or side by side, on tiers of 
driftwood.” 

“Specimens with the mummies 
were numerous, and some were of 
high interest; they ranged from 
whole kayak skeletons—paddles, war- 
shields, pieces of armor, garments, 
dart-shafts, baskets, bags and a won- 
derful assortment of matting, some 
exquisitely made and decorated, to 
fine labrets and spoons, and some 
common stone lamps and utensils. 
The abundance and variety of the 
perishable objects amounted to a ver- 
itable resurrection of an important 
part of the old industries and give 
a radically new light on Aleut cul- 
ture.” 

“The introduction of the practice 
of partial mummification of bodies in 
the Aleutian Islands must be attrib- 
uted to the Aleuts; but where or 
when it originated remains a prob- 
lem for future determination.”

Advanced Aboriginal 
Civilization 

Three distinct cultures can now be 

discerned from the archaeological re- 
mains left by the primitive peoples 
of the Southwest who, in this desert- 
like environment, built up some of the 
most advanced aboriginal civilizations 
of the New World. Such is the ex- 
planation of Dr. Frank H. H. Roberts, 
Jr., in. one of the bulletins of the 
Smithsonian’s Bureau of American 
Ethnology. 
’ The first, the Anasazi culture, in- 
cludes: everything hitherto referred 
to, as the Basket Makers and Pueblo 
builders. Its remains, the most pic- 
turesque in the area, are scattered 
along the San Juan, Rio Grande, Up- 
per Gila, Salt, and Little Colorado 
Rivers and through a good deal of 
Utah and eastern Herat. 

Second is the Hohokam culture de- 
veloped by a people who were, for the 
most part, dwellers in the lowlands. 
Differences between Anasazi and Ho- 
hokam are striking, as the archaeo- 
logical picture is now unfolding. The 
latter practiced cremation. The for- 


‘mer, at all stages in their develop- 


ment, buried their dead. The Hoho- 
kam built rectangular, single- family 
houses of poles, brush, and plaster, 
whereas the Anasazi progressed from 
such dwellings to the great stone 
“apartment houses” sheltering scores 
of families, the ruins of which stand 
today. 

The Hohokam progressed from 
flood-water irrigation of their fields 
to extensive canal systems; the An- 
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asazi depended mainly on flood wa- 
ters but in some sections dug small 
ditches. The Hohokam developed the 
fine art of carving on shell, which 
was very rare among the Pueblo 
dwellers. The Anasazi domesticated 
the turkey; the Hohokam did not. 
There were also distinctive differences 
in their pottery styles. 

The third culture and the latest to 
be differentiated is the Mogollon, 
named for a prominent mountain 
range in the district where the 
remains are found. The Mogollon 
peoples apparently centered in 
the San Francisco and Mimbres val- 
leys in southwestern New Mexico, al- 
though traces of their culture are 
found extending in all directions for 
considerable distances. 

These people combined hunting and 
agriculture. Hunting seems to have 
been a much more important activity 
with them than with the peoples of 
the other two culture complexes. They 
lived in rounded, _ semisubter- 
ranean houses at first, and gradually 
developed Pueblo type dwellings. They

generally buried their dead, but there 
are occasional instances of cremation. 

These three cultures progressed side 
by side for many centuries. Each 
was more or less influenced by the 
others, and all three, it is probable, 
were profoundly influenced by chang- 
ing climatic condition. This is most 
apparent with the Anasazi, because 
of the possibility of dating their re- 
mairis from the timbers of the pueb- 
los and correlating these dates with 
the periods of moisture and drought 
indicated by the width of tree rings.

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THE SELDEN CODEX: A RARE EDITION 


From the oblivion of centuries 
arises the lovely Lady Six Monkey, 
warrior queen in southern Mexico 
long before the Spanish Conquest. 


She is the most glamorous figure to 


appear in the cryptic pages of the 
Selden codex, ancient Mexican manu- 
script in the Bodleian library of Ox- 
ford University and one of the few to 
survive the Spanish Conquest. It is a 
history in picture writing, on long 
strips of prepared deerskin. The 
pictures are extremely difficult to 
translate, but this has been in part 
accomplished by Dr. Herbert J. Spin- 
den, world-celebrated expert on Mex- 
ican antiquities, who describes some 
of his findings in a report published 
by the Smithsonian Institution. 

Early in his study Dr. Spinden 
came upon internal evidence that the 
pictures were intended to represent 
events in the lives of real men and 
women—thus throwing new light on 
the actual personalities who ruled in 
southern Mexico before the Conquest. 
Otherwise the story of Lady Six Mon- 
key might pass for fiction. 

Her mother was Nine Wind and her 
father Ten Eagle. Three warrior 
brothers apparently were killed, leav- 
ing this girl the successor to the 
throne of her parents. During her 
girlhood came suitors for her hand,

bearing costly gifts to Nine Wind and 
Ten Eagle. Six Monkey had a will of 
her own and resolutely refused these 
youths. 


She apparently was taken under 
the protection of an old priest named 
Ten Lizard. He may have acted as 
her tutor for the royal duties that 
awaited her. Once she is shown in 
conversation with Ten Eagle and 
another priest, apparently a mighty 
soothsayer. He tells her that she will 
die fourteen years hence. From this 
point her footsteps are shown leading 
downward into the underworld. 


But Six Monkey was too busy a 
girl to become morbid over this dire 
prognostication. Shortly afterward 
she met a boy she liked—one Eleven 
Wind. The two went together to a 
gruesome Skull Temple to consult 
Nine Herb, an ugly old lady who 
probably was reputed to be a sorcer- 
ess. They brought the old hag an as- 
sortment of jewels. Perhaps they 
came to her as.a fortune teller, per- 
haps for some spell which would over- 
come obstacles to their marriage. 


Evidently the interview was satis- 
factory. The next picture shows their 
marriage—or rather the two bathing 
together, which was one of the pic- 
ture symbols of marriage. Six years 
had elapsed since the death prophecy 
of the old soothsayer. Six Monkey 
still had eight years before she must 
take the direful journey to the world 
of spirits. 


They were eight busy and event- 
ful years. One pictured episode is 
that of two ambassadors she sent 
forth to two towns of her dominions 
—— it appears, dissatisfaction 'was 
rife. The envoys were insulted by the 
young chieftains of those towns. Six 
Monkey took swift and terrible ven- 
geance. She is shown leading her sol- 
diers to war. Next she is shown hol- 
ing one of the miscreant chieftains 


“by the hair. He has surrendered. No 


time is lost in cutting out his heart 
in the temple of her capital city. The 
other rebel also is captured and turn- 
ed over to the insulted envoys. They 
lose no time in sacrificing him. 

After this war there apparently is 
no further question as to Six Mon- 
key’s right to the throne. She is an- 
nointed queen. For a time, at least, 
she rules in peace with her spouse, 
Eleven Wind. She gives birth to two 
sons, one in the year when, it had 
been predicted, she would die. Per- 
haps she did, for-she appears no more. 
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The next entry depicts the marriage 
of her oldest son. 

Thus an appealingly human story 
emerges from the almost untrans- 
latable ideographs. The position of 
woman in this ancient civilization, 
which developed in southern Mexico 
between the Maya and Aztec periods, 
apparently was quite assu Lady 
Six Monkey, says Dr. Spinden, “at 
least led her soldiers into battle. We 
need not understand that she captur- 
ed men with her own hand. Also it is 
apparent that descent through the fe- 
male line ‘was recognized and that an 
eldest-born daughter sometimes suc- 
ceeded to what we call the throne.” 

Some of the details of the story in 
the Selden codex are verified by re- 
ference to the heroine in the other 
codices examined by Dr. Spinden in 
European archives. Once the key to 
the translation of these old Mexican 
manuscripts is found, Dr. Spinden 
says, they throw a flood of light on 
social and other conditions of the 


town and place. 


~ The historical characters, by the 
way, were usually named after their 
dates of birth in the Mexican calendar 
and hence are not so fantastic as they 
might seem.

In book collecting there is unlim- 
ited opportunity to build up libraries 
on your own particular subject.. For 
instance if you like to golf, naturally 
you will like books on golfing and will 
probably want to own a few books on 
the subject, at least.

Further Discussion 

This little article is prompted by 
that of H. J. McDonnell, of Louisi-* 
ana, in HOBBIES for February, 1947. 
It is not criticism, but rather a fur- 
ther discussion of the problem of gun 
protection, a subject vital to all gun 
lovers. 

During the past 25 years my work 
has involved a responsibility for the 
protection of highly finished iron and 
steel machine parts. As a very mod- 
est gun collector, that experience has 
solved the problem of gun protection 
for me and has established a few 
conclusions which are partly con- 
trary to those stated by Mr. Mc- 
Donnell. 

I do not consider that grease is the 
best protection against rust. The 
danger of entrapped moisture and 
air is great and, if present, is sure 
to cause corrosion and pitting. In 
case of pits or small crevises al- 
ready there, the grease will seal in 
pockets of air and moisture which 
will later cause, or accelerate corro- 
sion, even tho underneath a solid 
layer of grease. 

The same is also true of the bore 
of the gun and I am convinced that 
it is better to leave the barrel un- 
plugged and free to ventilate as much 
as possible. Rag or felt plugs, no 
matter how well greased,. facilitate 
condensation and resultant pitting of 
the bore. In fact this condensation 
will occur in a barrel uncleaned after 
use, and probably the moisture does 
more harm than the dirt. 


Some years ago I purchased a rare 
pistol, perfect on the outside and with 
the bore heavily greased with vase- 
line. “On the surface” it looked like 
a good buy, but when I cleaned the 
barrel I found it pitted wor8e than 
any gun I have seen in years. It was 
useless for firing purposes and all 
due to well intentional carelessness. 

Rust and Corrosion are due to oxi- 
dation, as we all know, but not all 
realize that it is somewhat like a 
fungus growth, increasing in volume 
as well as in depth. Incipient corro- 
sion and pitting may be easily over- 
looked. In cleaning an antique gun 
any apparent blemish in the finish of 
the metal may actually be pits un- 
derneath the surface and just becom- 
ing visible. These can best be cleaned 
away by use of a small screw-driver 
having the extreme sharpness of the 
edges and corners removed. With 
short careful scraping strokes such 
spots can be removed so as to be al- 
most invisible. This may take time, 
but I consider it much better than 
steel wool. 

My own guns are in the basement 
gun-room in my home. They hang 
on the wall or in the cases or stand 
in the corner. They are subject to 
weather conditions and receive much 
handling by everybody. For my own 
use I have a modified protective oil 
which leaves a film so thin that it 
cannot be noticed. It will not rub 
off on the hands and I have never 
had a gun marked by finger prints. 
Because of its great “wetting” qual- 
ity it penetrates every microscopic 
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pit and crevice in the metal and ef- 
fectually seals the surface against air 
and moisture. Grease does not have 
these qualities. 

These points, in my experience, 
are the “secrets” of gun protection 
and anyone can have nice clean guns 
and still handle them as desired. 
Other gun owners may have had sim- 
ilar good, and bad, experience with 
this important subject. If se, it 
would be good to hear of them.

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FIREARMS, Province oF (in Law). 
In consequence of the frequency of ac- 
cidents from the bursting of insuffi- 
cient barrels, the legislature has inter- 
fered, not to regulate their manufac- 
ture directly, but to prevent all per- 
sons from using or selling them until 
they have been regularly proved in a 
public proof-house. The first act for 
this purpose, which was passed in 
1813, was soon after superseded by the 
fuller and more complete one (55 Geo. 
III. c. 59). By this statute, a fine of 
£20 is imposed on any person using, In 
any of tthe progressive stages of its 
manufacture, any barrel not duly 
proved; or any person delivering the 
same, except through a proof-house; 
and on any person receiving, for the 
purpose of making guns, any barrels 
which have not passed through a 
proof-house. These penalties are to 
be levied on conviction before two jus- 
tices, and the like penalties on persons 
counterfeiting the proof-marks. The 
statute does not extend to Scotland or 
to Ireland, and arms manufactured 
for Her Majesty, are exempted from 
its operation.

has marked an interesting epoch in 
the history of the movements of 
women, and which is additionally re- 
markable from the fact that it was 
stimulated and encouraged by a fe- 
male sovereign, willing to assist 
struggling women, by aiding in any 
efforts calculated to improve their 
condition. 

Miss Faithfull is the daughter of a 
clergyman of the Church of England, 
Rev. Ferdinand Faithfull, and the 
youngest girl in a family of fourteen 
children. She was born at Headly 
Rectory, Surrey, in 1835, and early 
displayed a spirit of independence and 
self-reliance coupled with extreme 
kindness and generosity. 

Her individualism was too decided 
to make the rule and routine, the 
technical order and unquestioning 
obedience, of established methods 
easy or agreeable to her in childhood, 
and she rebelled against them more 
than once, but always submitted to 
family and parental authority, with a 
sweetness and dignity singularly ma- 
ture in one so young, and which mark- 
ed her as “different” as well as 
brighter than other girls. 

Her school days were passed in 
Kensington, that famous suburb of 
London, so rich in associations, but 
to Miss Faithfull not particularly en- 
deared, as the damp room she was 
compelled to occupy a portion of the 
time endowed her with an asthma 
from which she has suffered, more or 
less, ever since. 

At the proper age, she was taken 
to London, where influential friends 
and relations resided, and was thus 
introduced to its world, not exclusive- 
ly of fashion, but of thought and 
ideas under the best auspices. 

She was presented to the Queen, 
became a frequent and favorite visitor 
in three noted London drawing-rooms 
— Lord Ashburton’s, Lord Lans- 
downe’s, and Nassau Senior’s; and 
though still a youthful student and 
inquirer, became a member of a 
branch of the British Social Science 
Association, and numbered Lord 
Brougham, and Lord Shaftesbury 
among her _ interested, personal 
friends. 

It was at one of these meetings that 
Lord Brougham requested her to re- 
peat something which she had said to 
him, in regard to a definite effort for 
the practical training of women for 
professions, and then she was forced 
into making her maiden’ speech 
tremblingly and reluctantly; but the 
result was the founding of the “Vic- 
toria Press,” a  printing-office in 
which the work is done by female 
compositors only, and the establish- 
ment of the Victoria Magazine, a per- 
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iodical devoted to the adv ocacy of the 
higher industrial and educational 
claims of women. 


To aid her work, the Queen, who 
always manifested the greatest inter- 
est in Miss Faithfull and her under- 
takings, named her Printer in Ordi- 
nary to Her Majesty, and later con- 
ferred upon her the Victoria Medal. 
It is needless to recount the difficul- 
ties which had to be met and over- 
come before success crowned her ef- 
forts; but it did, at last, and now 
printing establishment and Magazine 
are both well-known and flourishing 
institutions, and of the highest value 
in sustaining and defending the 
claims of women to live and work. 


Miss Faithfull is one of the most 
indefatigable of workers. She has 
published a novel which is highly 
spoken of, “Change Upon Change,” 
and which we believe is to be repub- 
lished here. She has in her repertoire 
upwards of a dozen lectures, admir- 
ably written upon the most widely 
different subjects, and evincing a 
breadth of thought—a versatility of 
knowledge, and keenness of insight 
not common even in distinguished 
men. 


At home, she gives readings from 
the poets, presides i in person over the 
deliberations of the Victoria Discus- 
sion Society, which She started in con- 
nection with the Victoria Magazine, 
writes much, and always well, and 
finds time to attend to countless ap- 
plications from needy women. Her 
labors having always been in the 
field of their employments, she is 
less interested in the political aspect 
of the woman question—in fact, “pol- 
ities” have little interest for her. 
Personally, she possesses a large 
share of that simplicity, loyalty, and 
integrity, with which Mr. Higginson 
credits the English character. Her 
appearance inspires confidence. Her 
figure is large, but not awkward or 
ungainly. Her face is full of charac- 
ter, eyes and hair brown; the former, 
bright, clear, and kindly, with a dash 
of humor in them, which breaks out 
in her cordial manner and cu'tured 
conversation. Miss Faithfull would 
be called handsome, only that her hair 
is cut short, and being straight, it 
puts her to a disadvantage, in con- 
junction with her somewhat massive 
face and figure, with delicate women 
of the American type, whose pro- 
fusion of false hair, as now worn, in- 
creases their apparent height, and 
slender, fragile appearance. 


Miss Faithfull is now at the West; 
it is proposed on return to New York 
City, to give her, as the representa- 
tive of the higher industrial and edu- 
cational interests of women, a wom- 
an’s reception, worthy of her char- 
acter and her efforts.

MINERALOGICAL THOUGHTS 


By W. SCOTT LEWIS 


Zinnwaldite and Cassiterite 


The tin-bearing zinnwaldite from 
the York District on Seward Penin- 
sula, Alaska, is a rare lithia mica of 
quite pleasing appearance which is 
found in only a few places in the 
world. It occurs in tin mines in Zinn- 
wald, Cornwall, and a few other 
places and is formed through the 
action of highly heated water given 
off by igneous intrusions. The tin is 
deposited in the mica in the form of 
small granules of cassiterite. An- 
other mineral commonly associated 
with this mica is topaz, although we 
have not heard that any has been 
found at the Alaska locality. The 
specimens are composed of masses of 
small cleavages of attractive appear- 
ance and everyone who has seen our 
stock has wanted one. The color is 
very pale gray-yellow. 

Cassiterite is tin dioxide and its 
new Dana number is 4515. It is one 
of the very few minerals from which 
tin can be obtained and is one of the 
extremely important minerals which 
is not found in any quantity in our 
own country. 

Tin deposits occur in connection 
with instrusive igneous rocks of a

The Seward Peninsula deposit is a 
rare type which was formed as a 
result of molten granite having in- 
truded an area of limestone, the cas- 
siterite and associated minerals being 
formed in the contact zone between 
the two rocks. 

An unusual number of minerals 
were formed as a result of the Se- 
ward intrusion, the list including ax- 
inite, danburite, hulsite, pageite, tour- 
maline, tremolite and idocrase. 
Phlogopite From Utah 

A magnesium mica containing pot- 
assium and aluminum.’ It is very 
near biotite but lacks the iron which 
gives that mineral its black color. It 
is formed as a result of metamor- 
phism, usually being associated with 
either calcite or dolomite marble or 
with serpentine. It is more rarely 
found in igneous rocks. Our speci- 
mens are the greenish color which is 
not as common as some. 


A Thought 

Minerals are irreplaceable assets on 
which all nations are interdependent. 
Even the United States had to im- 
port about 70 varieties during the 
war in spite of the fact that it is 
better supplied than any other nation. 
The world’s mineral resources are be- 
ing depleted at an alarming rate, and 
this is certain to have a profound 
effect upon international relations 
during the coming years. 
Melongena 

One of the most vicious mollusks 
found in Florida waters is the King’s 
Crown (Melongena corona Gmel.). 
His name is derived from the cyrved, 
flattened spines which adorn his 
whorls and are a fitting symbol of his 
disposition. (When he arrives upon 
the scene, other mollusks hastily de- 
part unless they are unable to move 
like the poor oyster. Lhe latter crea- 
ture clamps his shell tight but Melon- 
gena is in no hurry, so he sits and 
waits and sooner or later the oyster 
gets tired and relaxes a bit, which is 
the end of him as King’s Crowns 
love an oyster diet. Sometimes our 
villain even attacks a large Left- 
handed Whelk who withdraws into his 
shell and closes the entrance with a 
horny operculum which serves as a 
trapdoor. This would be all right if 
he could only hold his breath long 
enough, but in order to breathe he has 
to lift the operculum a little. In- 
stantly the Melongena thrusts in his 
long, tough snout and soon the waves 
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cast another empty whelk shell on the 
beach. 

King’s Crowns usually live in brack- 
‘ish water and often bury themselves 
in the mud where they hunt for clams 
and other bivalves. Strong as they 
are they have one enemy that can 
overpower them. That is the giant 
band shell which wraps its great foot 
around them and gives them the fate 
they have passed out to others. 
Elements 

All physical matter on this planet 
is composed of atoms belonging to 
at least 96 distinct types known as 
elements. The atoms classed as be- 
longing to a certain elements are not 
necessarily all alike although they 
have the same chemical properties, as 
the atomic weight may differ. At 
least 93 of the known elements occur 
naturally in the rocks or atmosphere, 
while at the time of writing, the other 
three have not been found in nature. 

We qualified the above statements 


by confining them to this planet be- . 


cause there are heavenly bodies com- 
posed of matter that is not built of 
atoms such as we deal with in chemis- 
try. An atom is largely vacuum as 
its component parts are widely sepa- 
rated in comparison with their own 
size. The “white dwarfs” are very 
small suns composed of “repacked 
atoms” which have been broken down 
in some way so as to occupy much 
less than the normal amount of space. 
As a result of this repacking, the 
specific gravity of these suns runs in- 
to fantastic figures and their gravita- 
tional pull is so strong that even light 
has some difficulty in getting away 
from them. 

A collection of the different ele- 
ments is most interesting as it shows 
the basic material from which our

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Uranium in Aragonite 

Beginners are often advised to put 
a drop of weak acid on any doubtful 
mineral that is easily scratched with 
a knife, and are told that it is prob- 
ably calcite if it fizzes. This is true 
if we are careful to emphasize the 
“probably” because calcite is very 
much more common than any other 
carbonite that will fizz with cold acid. 
However this simple test may lead 
one astray because aragonite re- 
sponds as readily as caicite and while 
it is much less common, it is not at 
all rare. The two minerals actually 
have exactly the same chemical com- 
position (calcium carbonate) but are 
formed under different physical con- 
ditions and belong to different crys- 
tal systems. 

Calcite crystals are rhombohedral 
while aragonite crystals are ortho- 
rhombic. 

Calcite has a hardness of about 3 
while,tie hardness of aragonite var- 
ies up to as much as 4. However 
bcth minerals may occur in scft 
masses that crumble so easily that 
the hardness cannot be obtained by 
ordinary methods. 

Calcite is stable over a wide range 
of temperature while aragonite is 
unstable and rapidly changes to cal- 
cite when heated. 

Aragonite is formed under a nar- 
row range of conditions and is there- 
fore much less common than calcite, a 
mineral that can form under a multi- 
tude of different conditions. Hot 
springs often deposit aragonite with 
the aid of the algae that live in the 
warm water, but if the temperature 
is below 80°, travertine is deposited 
rather than aragonite. However most 
aragonite deposits are associated with 
either gypsum or some iron ore, 
especially siderite. 

Light colored aragonite can usu- 
ally be distinguished from calcite by 
powdering it and putting the powder 
into a solution of cobalt nitrate. Cal- 
cite remains uncolored while aragon- 
ite turns lilac. Unfortunately this 
test will not work when the mineral 
is dark colored an¢ often the two are 
so mixed together that the result is 
in doubt. 

Sometimes other minerals are pre- 
sent in the solution from which the 
aragonite formed and these may be 
precipitated along with the calcium 
carbonate. As a result we have 
strontium-bearing aragonites and 
even lead-bearing and rarely zinc- 
bearing varieties.

Growth of Newest Hobby Encouraged by War 


By W. J. Dryden 


Shortly after World War I, a new 
ndustry was born—the hobby in- 
dustry of collecting folding match 
covers. In the main the collectors 
were beginners in the collection field. 


The thousands upon thousands of 
personal and commercial designs on 
book match covers appealed to aduit 
and child alike, an interesting hobby 
at small cost. While many of the 
original collectors have now added 
many other items to their hobbies, 
hundreds of others have been added 
and have organized nationally and 
meet periodically to swap and buy 
odd and rare covers with all the zeal 
of philatelists: President Truman and 
the late President Roosevelt had a 
stimulating effect when they issued 
their privately designed match books. 
Other office holders ‘were quick to 
see the advantage and collectors are 
eager to secure the political selec- 
tions offered from Maineto Cali- 
fornia. This is largely a matter of 
exchange. Perhaps not effective as 
a campaign advertising stunt, the 
local campaigns do receive national 
distribution thanks to cellectors. One 
Texas collector was able to secure 
600 match covers of a candidate run- 
ning for sheriff—most of which he 


traded to fans in other parts of ‘the 
country who had their local candi- 
date’s fire lighter books to offer in 
exchange. 

The war was also a boon to these 
collections. Besides the covers printed 
especially for ships, regiments and 
army posts, a new type of book 
match appeared—the propaganda 
match. Printed in Chinese, Spanish, 
Burmese, Arabic, French, Dutch and 
Italian, the matches were often 
dropped by plane, such as the one 
which bore the picture of a famous 
general in his well-known gold-braid- 
ed cap and bearing the words: “I 
shall return—Douglas MacArthur.” 
General MacArthur had to fight and 
demand these matches from the 
Washington authorities, but in the 
in the end he won out. This class of 
collectors will always thank “Mac” 
and hold his covers almost priceless. 
Offers of $5.00 are usually refused for 
the “Mac” return covers. 

* Today fifty million American 
people use 200 billion book matches 
annually, despite the fact that. they 
were unknown fifty years ago. The 
rapid developement is largely due to 
their popularity as an advertising 
medium. All except two percent are

purchased by commercial organiza- 
tions for advertising purposes and 
given away with tobacco purchases. 
Twenty million matches are thus giv- 
en away every hour. 

The book match was invented by 
Joshua Pusey, an attorney, who in 
1892 snipped out the first models with 
his office shears and brewed the’ head 
and striking surface composition on 
his office stove. Although the idea 
was briefly pirated by a now defunct 
match company, it was not until 1895 
that the patent was purchased from 
Pusey and manufacture started at 
Barberton, Ohio. 

The real development started when 
H. C. Traute, champion book match 
salesman secured orders for forty 
million books. This forced engineers 
to discard the hand manufacturing 
methods and create automatic book 
match machines. 

Like most new inventions, the book 
matches were not well received at the 
start. They were believed to be dang- 
erous—still may be if you leave the 
cover open when striking. Traute 
started the campaign to teach the 
public how to strike the paper match- 
es by drawing them sidewise on the 
striking surface. His efforts, plus ad- 
vertising value, moved the paper book 
matches into big business class.

Pomeroy C'oat-of-Arms 
By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 
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Pomeron 


He beareth for Arms: Or, a lion 
rampant gules holding in the dexter 
paw an apple proper within a bor- 
dure engrailed sable. Crest—a lion 
rampant gules holding an apple prop- 
er. Motto—Virtutes*fortuna comes. 

The above description of the Pome- 
roy Bearing is recorded in Crozier’s 
General Armory of American families 
ascribed to General Seth Pomeroy of 
Revolutionary fame. Burke’s General 
Armory has a red border for the 
Berry Pomeroy family, and the black 
for other branches. The crest is a 
lion sitting down (sejant) instead of 
rampant. But Fairbairn’s Book of 
Crests gives both positions for the 
lion, in different branches of the 
family. ‘ 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A gold (or) shield on which is 
charged a red (gules)lion in ram- 
pant attitude, that is—standing on 
one foot, pawing the air. The lion is 
holding in his right (dexter) paw an 
apple of natural color (proper). 
Around the edge of the shield is a 
border or “bordure’’ with escalloped 
edges (engrailed), black, (sable) in 
color. The crest is a lion like the one 
in the shield. 

The lion is the king of beasts, em- 
blematical of service to his country, 
and of deathless courage. 

A very interesting and popular cus- 
tom in Heraldry is “canting,” or as 
we would say, “punning.” Canting is 
the “singing out” of the name of the 
person through the symbol on the 
shield. In this case the apple (pom- 
me) sings out the name Pomeroy, 
along with the lion, which is the king 
(roi) of beasts. However, a person 
can not be granted a symbol unless 
he is worthy of its significance. 
Therefore, the first bearer of the 
Pomeroy Arms must have been one 
whose harvest of the good things of 
life was plentiful; and he must have 


had noble and kingly characteristics, 
or at least great courage, to have 
borne the lion. 

The bordure is a reward for out- 
standing service, particularly in gov- 
ernmental affairs, and is granted only 
to eminent persons. The engrailed or 
escalloped edge indicates the holding 
of large landed estates. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer, given only upon merit. 
Gold signifies generosity and eleva- 
tion of mind; red, courage and mag- 
nanimity; sable, the fur lining of 
royal robes, constancy and nobility. 

The Latin motto “Virtutes fortuna 
comes,” is translated: “Fortune the 
companion of virtue.” 


The mantling, representing the 
scarf thrown over the helmet, is al- 
ways the main color of the shield 
lined with the main metal. 

The color code: gold, dots; red, ver- 
tical lines; black, crossed lines. 

“The House of demla Pomerai,” 
written in 1944 by Edward B.».Pow- 
ley, and published by the University, 
Press of Liverpool is a book all de- 
scended from this distinguished fam- 
ily should read. It gives direct de- 
scent from Ralf de la Pomerai who 
died about 1100 A.D., through Gos- 
selin, and 9 Henrys, down to the 
present families in England; besides 
an Irish branch; and some mention 
of the families in the United States, 
with the direct line to Eltweed, first 
in this country. This author states 
that Ralf de la Pomerai took this ap- 
pellation_ from a town near Falaise 
in France,—La Pommeraye. The vil- 
lage still retains its name, but the 
ruined castle is now called Chateau 
Ganne. 

Ralf accompanied William the Con- 
queror from Normandy, and received 
57 manors in Devonshire, among them 
Beri, now called Berry Pomeroy. M. 
Jackson Crispin in his “Falaise Roll,” 
gives some of this information, and 
also tells of one of these Henrys who 
Pr eg a prince John, when king 
Richard I was imprisoned by the duke 
of Austria and garrisoned his castle 
of Berry Pomeroy.” He says’ the 
main line became extinct in the time 
of Queen Elizabeth. 

The Powley book has some rare pic- 
tures of the castle and estates of 
Berry Pomeroy, as members of the 
family who have visited there say it 
is difficult to take pictures that do 
justice to the ancient landmark. 

Eltweed Pomeroy came to this 
country in 1630, in the “Mary and 
John.” One of the Pomeroy books, 
written in 1903, could not give his 
English ancestry, but the one written 
by Albert A. Pomeroy in 1912—a vol- 
ume of nearly 1,000 pages, has the 
story in full, with documentary proof, 
linking the line with the Devonshire 
ancestry. 

Eltweed’s family, and his sons’ fam- 
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ilies were large, and the name has 
spread all over our land. One bio- 
grapher says the main characteristics 
common to the family have been exe- 
cutive ability, force of character, and 
sympathy. 

General Seth Pomeroy was born in 
Northampton, Mass., in 1706. During 
the siege of Louisburg in 1745, he 
was a major, then promoted to Colo- 
nel. In 1774-5 he was a delegate to 
the Provincial Congress. He was a 
private at the Battle of Bunker Hill, 
and for his great courage and gal- 
lantry was made Brigadier-General. 
One of his biographers says he re- 
fused the commission, but he is al- 
ways referred to as “General.” In 
1776, when New Jersey was overrun 
by the British, he gathered a force 
from his own section and started to 
the rescue of Washington. However, 
when he reached the Hudson River, 
he was taken ill and died. The S.A.R., 
for one of their patriotic projects, has 
erected a monument at Peekskill to 
his memory; On this monument he is 
called “Major-General.” His grand- 
son George Pomeroy married Ann, 
sister of James Fenimore Cooper. 


George Pomeroy (not the one above 
mentioned), came to America from 
England in 1730 and settled in the 
Cumberland Valley in Pennsylvania. 
A “History of the Pomeroy Family 
(Penna. Branch)” was published in 
1879 by John M. Pomeroy, whose son, 
John H., later. gathered a large 
amount of data for future printing, 
but this data was destroyed by fire. 
Now a grandson of John M., and Ed- 
win M. Pomeroy, 6351 Overbrook 
Ave., Philadelphia 31, Pa., are try- 
ing to get this data and much more, 
in shape for a new book, and the lat- 
ter will be most grateful to descend- 
ants of George, of the Pennsylvania 
— who will send him informa- 
ion. 


Have you known many Pomeroys? 
I have—two or three. A family lived 
in the little town of Mendon, Mich., 
when I was a child. Alice Wads- 
worth, retired Chicago school-teacher, 
residing at the North Shore Hotel, 
Evanston, has a Pomeroy line. She 
introduced me to Winifred M. Pome- 
roy, also of Eyanston, and they spent 
an evening in my studio talking 
Pomeroys some, but mostly discussed 
the days in Washington, D. C., during 
Wilson’s administration. Miss Wads- 
worth was a friend of, and to Ray 
Stannard Baker, who wrote “Adven- 
tures in Contentment” and “The 
American Chronicle” (his autobio- 
graphy), under the pen-name, “David 
Grayson”. He was a reporter of na- 
tional reputation, and a very intimate 
friend of President Wilson’s. Miss 
Pomeroy was in government employ

how interesting it was to listen to this 
conversation of those days in Wash- 
ington!

He was 
the first to start the Railway Mail 
Service—sorting the mail on the train.

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He gathered crews, and taught the 
men how to handle the mail in cars. 


The first mail-train out of Chicago, 
westward was on the “Northwestern,” 
and her father was on that train. He 
had to know the R.R. connections for 
every town in Illinois and the Missis- 
sippiValley, and so had to practice 
constantly. in free time, with cards 
which he carried in his pocket. Walk- 
ing, riding, waiting—always practis- 
ing. Twice a year he had to take an 
examination, until the last few years 
when one was considered sufficient. 
His was a senatorial appointment, 
and after 30 years of this important 
and taxing work, he was receiving 
only $106.00 a month! 


Miss Pomeroy also told me of one 
of the Pomeroy girls of the same gen- 
eration who married a man who was 
combination minister, lawyer and doc- 
tor, and served among the Oneida In- 
dians in Wisconsin. His sons also 
became ministers. 


Winifred M. Pomeroy seemed more 
interested in talking about her family 
than herself, but when we had fin- 
ished our visit, she modestly said that 
she did not know when she had talked 
so much outside of the office, about 
her business, and she really enjoyed 
it. 

She is Secretary to the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs, but her of- 
fice is now in Chicago instead of 
Washington. William A. Brophy is 
Commissioner, but during a leave of 
absence on account of illness, his as- 
sistant in the Chicago office, William 
Timmerman, Jr., is Acting Commis- 
sioner. 


In different sections of the country 
there are Indian Agencies where the 
one in charge advises with the In- 
dians about their needs and requests 
—mainly in regard to the lending of 
agricultural implements, museums, 
land-marks, and the over-seeing of 
summer resorts. Miss Pomeroy takes 
care of most of the correspondence 
with the Agencies, and also the re- 
quests of the officers of the Indian 
associations concerning claims; and is 
familiar with all of the workings of 
the department. They rely upon the 
Brookings Institution surveys for 
much detailed information. She says: 
“Our jurisdiction is based on treaties 
with the Indians. By treaty arrange- 
ments, reservations were established, 
but the people are not required to 
stay on them. Where they do, the 
Agency carries on the business of the 
tribe.” She told of the many im- 
provements made since these “first 
Americans” were under the care of a 
Commissioner—an important note in 
progress being the abolition of the 
government boarding schools, replaced 
by the day schools, which can serve 
many more children, and more effi- 
ciently. 


So—from the French of the 11th 
century, through many generations 
in England, and three centuries in 
America, we bring the Pommerai, 
Pomeroi, Pomeroy family, having only 
touched the story, and leaving for 
others to record the accomplishments 
of hundreds of its members.

CLOCK GARDS 


By BERYL STEWART 


Several years ago a collector re- 
quested cards of court houses, “but 
only those court house views that 
show clocks.” Although the request 
of one collector seldom amazes anoth- 
er collector, her request interested 
me. Since then I have always noticed 
any timepieces shown on a view card. 
Once I mentioned that interest to a 
card publisher, who said, “We often 
sketch in the clocks in order to add 
interesting detail. They are added 
just as are some flags on government 
buildings.” 

His remark deterred me from writ- 
ing about clocks; however, I should 
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enjoy passing my interest in “clock 
cards” on to other collectors. In bus- 
iness. and professional life I always 
disliked ‘‘clock watching”, but it may 
be a commendable trait in collecting. 

Photographers for the first post 
cards liked to take a street view so 
that a sidewalk clock or a jeweler’s 
watch was in the foreground.

The most famous clock I have seen 
pictures George Washington’s: clock 
in Masonic Lodge, Number 22, Alex- 
andria, Va. The clock was in Presi- 
dent Washington’s bedchamber when 
he died. Dr. Elisha C. Dick, Master 
of the Lodge and one of the attending 
physicians, cut the pendulum cord 
and stopped the clock at 10:20 P. M., 
the time of George Washington’s 
death. Three days later Martha 
Washington presented the clock and 
the pendulum with seyered cord to 
the Lodge. 


San Diego’s Wonderful Clock has 
20 dials. The dials simultaneously 
tell the minute and the hour of all 
nations, the day, and the month. The 
four large dials are each four feet 
high, and the entire clock is 21 feet 
high. The master works, about five 
feet high, are enclosed in glass so 
that the intricate mechanism may be 
observed. A 200 pound weight is mo- 
tive power for the clock which winds 
itself automatically. The clock, which 
is jeweled with tourmaline, topaz, 
agate, and jade, cost about $3000. 

The great clock in the Palace of 
Justice, Paris, is one of the most 
beautiful clocks ever made the sub- 
ject of a post card. Big Ben in Lon- 
don is the most widely known clock. 

The Bily Clocks Museum is at 
Spillville, Ia. Frank and Joe Bily, 
brothers with a gift for woodcarving, 
have built many intricate clocks sim- 
ilar to the historic clocks of Europe. 
Among the Bily Clocks are: the 
Apostle Clock from which each hour 
the Twelve Apostles parade; the 
American Pioneer Clock, which 
shows important events in history; 
the Lindbergh Clock; the Parade of 
Nations Clock; and the Little Brown 
Church. Although only photo cards 
are as yet available of the Bily 
Clocks, the cards are a worthwhile 
addition to any collection. 

Clocks on churches are not com- 
mon. One of the oldest Baptist 
Churches on Cape Cod, Hyannis, 
Mass., has clocks on the tower. The 
church was built in 1771. 

The Ferry ilding in San Fran- 
cisco has been.a point of interest ever 
since it was built in 1903. It has a 
four-faced clock on the 240 foot 
tower. 

The clock on the Los Angeles 
Times Building was built as part of 
the building about 12 years ago. The 
clock was started on the day of the 
opening of the buiiding. The clock is 
135 feet above the street. The center 
of the clock is 15 feet in diameter. 
The aluminum hands are one foot 
wide. The hour hand is six feet, six 
inches long; the minute hand is eight 
feet, six inches long. The clock me- 
chanism is entirely electrical to in- 
sure accuracy. The hands and fig- 
ures are neon-lighted in order that 
the clock can be read at night. 

Many clock towers, water towers, 
and towers or campuses or in parks 
have four-faced clocks.

Floral clocks are frequently used 
for post cards. Almost every collec- 
tor knows the floral clocks of Roger 
Williams Park; Hillcrest Park Flor- 
al Clock of Springfield, Mass.; and 
others. The prize card is of the Flor- 
al Clock, West Princess Street Gar- 
dens, Edinburgh, Scotland. That was 
the first floral clock. It was originat- 
ed in 1908 by Mr. Mc Hattie, City 
Gardener.’ The works, placed in the 
base of an adjoining monument, were 
by James Ritchie and Sons, of Edin- 
burgh. The hands were in smahi, 
drained sections in order to maintain 
the balance. To the delight of chil- 
dren, the sound of the cuckoo marked 

the quarter, the half, and the hour. 

For conclusion, I have saved the 
largest clock in the world, the Col- 
gate Clock a-top the Colgate-Palm- 
olive-Peet Plant in Jersey City, N. J. 
Dominating New York Harbor the 
Colgate Clock vies with the Statue 
of Liberty for attention. The dial of 
Colgate Clock is 50 feet in diameter. 
The numerals are seven feet high 
and are surrounded by neon tubing. 
The minute hand is 27 feet, three 
inches in length; the hour hand is 
19 feet, six inches long. The weight 
of the movement and the hands is 
four tons. Power is . furnished 
through large batteries; in case of a 
power shut-down the clock-will run 
at least four days before the batter- 
ies are exhausted.

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Historical Post Cards 


Our mail here at HOBBIES is full 
of interesting surprises. Not only 
are there messages from old and new 
friends but now and then some me- 
mento from a collector. Opening a 
letter containing a subscription re- 
cently from Harry C. Hill, of Michi- 
gan, we found quite a number of 
post cards enclosed. Hill specializes 
in historical post cards, and our spe- 
cimens show a picture of a steam en- 
gine on the Flint and Holly R. R. 
which was built and owned by Henry 
H. Crapo, and which was opened for 
business December 1, 1864. The road 
was sold to the Flint & Pere Mar- 
quette in 1869.

For Tomorrow’s Collector 


The Art Institute of Chicago re- 
cently held a comprehensive exhibit 
of the sculpture and drawings of 
England’s foremost sculptor, Henry 
Moore. 


Moore’s figures reflect his study of 
objects like pebbles, rocks, bones, 
trees, and plants. He stresses “truth 
in material” whether that material be 
wood, stone, or bronze, and as to size 
of sculpture, he observes, “‘A carving 
might be. several times over life size 
and yet be petty and small in feeling, 
whereas a small carving only a few 
inches in height can give the feeling 
of huge size and monumental gran- 
deur because the vision behind it is 
big.” A perfect example of this is 
to be seen in the very small study 
for a “Madonna and Child” which 
Moore later made in monumental size 
for the Church of St. Matthew in 
Northampion, England. The vicar 
commissioned the “Madonna and 
Child” for the church because, 
“Moore’s drawings seem to possess 
a spiritual quality and a deep hum- 
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ility as well as being monumental 
and suggestive of timelessness.” 


When questioned why he preferred 
to do sculpture of reciining figures, 
Moore explained, “There are three 
fundamental poses of the human fig- 
ure. One is standing, the other is 
seated, and the third is lying down. 
Now, if you like to carve the human 
figure in stone as I do, the standing 
pose is no good. Stone is not so 
strong as bone, and the figure will 
break off at the ankles and topple 
over. The early Greeks soived this 
problem by draping the figure and 
covering the ankles. Later on they 
supported it with a silly tree trunk. 
Of the three poses. the reclining 
figure gives the most freedom, com- 
positionally and spatially. A reclin- 
ing figure can recline on any surface. 
It is free and stable at the same time. 
It fits in with my belief that sculp- 
ture should be permanent, should last 
for eternity.” 

After the bombing of London 
started in 1940, Moore concentratea 
on drawings, doing no sculpture for 
more than a year. He began filling 
notebooks with the unbelievable mis- 
ery he observed in the undergrouna 
railroad shelters and was then com- 
missioned by the War Artists Com- 
mittee to do a series of drawing 
which have since been published in 
book form. These “tube” drawings 
both in black and white and in warm, 
rich colors show row on row of re- 
clining figures that convey the in- 
dignities and the privations war had 
thrust upon England’s people. 


The “shelter” drawings were fol- 
lowed by a smaller series of mine- 
drawings. Even though his father 
had been a miner, this was the first 
time Moore went down to the dark 
and colorless coal pits. He recorded 
the activities of the miners with the 
same intensity and power that are 
inherent in his subway series.
